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ANNUAL  APPROPRIATION  ORDINANCE,  1933-34 

(Code  No.  9.051) 

Bill  No.  320,  Ordinance  No.  9.05164,  as  follows: 

AN  ORDINANCE  APPROPRIATING  ALL  ESTIMATED  RECEIPTS  AND  ALL  ESTI- 
MATED EXPENDITURES  OP  THE  CITY  AND  COUNTY  OF  SAN  FRANCISCO  FOR 
THE  FISCAL  YEAR  ENDING  JUNE  30,  1934. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  several  amounts  of  estimated  receipts,  income,  and  revenue  enumerated  herein  are  hereby  provided  for  and 
appropriated  to  the  several  funds  and/or  departments  indicated  in  this  ordinance  for  the  purpose  of  meeting  appropriations  herein 
provided.  Such  estimated  receipts,  revenue,  and  income  are  computed  on  the  accrual  basis  and  cash  received  in  payment  thereof 
either  before  or  after  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  shall  not  be  considered  as  income  or  revenue  but  as  payment  on  account. 

The  several  amounts  of  proposed  expenditure  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1934,  are  hereby  appropriated  to  the  several 
funds  and/or  departments  as  enumerated  herein.  Each  department  for  which  an  expenditure  appropriation  is  herein  made  shall 
be  authorized  to  use  the  amount  of  moneys  so  appropriated  for  the  purposes  specified  in  this  appropriation  ordinance  snbje<  t  to 
the  limitations  provided  herein.  Where  revenues  for  any  fund  or  department  are  provided  herein  by  transfer  from  any  other 
fund  or  department,  or  where  a  duty  or  a  performance  has  been  transferred  from  one  department  to  another,  the  Controller  la  au- 
thorized to  make  the  necessary  transfer.  And  provided  further,  that  in  the  event  of  a  vacancy  occurring  in  a  permanent  position 
herein  enumerated  or  established,  the  Controller  shall  be  notified  of  such  vacancy  by  the  appointing  officer  and  shall  Immediately 
reserve  the  related  unexpended  compensation  from  the  unencumbered  balance  of  funds  appropriated  for  such  employment  to  the 
credit  of  Appropriation  No.  260  and  no  appointment  to  such  vacancy  shall  be  made  and  no  eligible  shall  be  certified  by  the  Civil 
Service  Commission  for  the  filling  of  such  vacancy  unless  the  requisition  for  such  eligible  is  approved  by  the  Mayor  and  until  the 
Controller  shall  certify  to  the  release  of  the  necessary  funds  from  the  amount  reserved. 

Appropriations  for  bond  interest  or  redemption,  fixed  charges  and  other  appropriations  not  allocated  to  a  specific  department 
shall  be  subject  to  the  administration  of  and  expenditure  by  the  Chief  Administrative  Officer,  for  the  respective  purposes  for  which 
such  appropriations  are  made. 

Liabilities  incurred  and  expenditures  made  under  expenditure  appropriations  herein  enumerated  shall  in  no  case  exceed  the 
amount  of  each  such  appropriation,  unless  the  same  shall  have  been  increased  by  supplemental  appropriations  made  La  the  manner 
provided  by  Section  80  of  the  Charter.  Liabilities  incurred  and  expenditures  made  for  permanent  employments  shall  in  no  case 
exceed  the  number  of,  and  the  salary  or  wage  for,  employments  in  each  class  as  enumerated  in  the  annual  salary  ordinance,  except 
as  additional  employments  may  be  authorized  under  the  provisions  of  the  Charter. 

Where  appropriations  are  made  for  specific  projects  or  purposes  which  may  involve  the  payment  oi  salaries  or  wages,  the  head 
of  the  department  to  which  such  appropriations  are  made,  or  the  head  of  a  department  authorized  by  contract  or  interdepartm 
order  to  make  expenditures  from  each  such  appropriation,  shall  file  with  the  Controller,  when  requested,  an  estimate  of  the  amount 
of  any  such  expenditures  to  be  r-.ade  during  the  ensuing  period. 
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Items  of  proposed  expenditure  that  are  designated  herein  as  appropriated  for  the  use  of  a  department  only  to  the  extent  that 
fees  or  other  revenues  are  collectible  therefor,  or  reimbursement  is  recollectible  in  full  from  the  departments,  persons  or  institutions 
for  which  the  service  is  rendered,  shall  be  subject  to  limitation  by  the  Controller  to  the  amount  of  such  receipts  or  collections. 
Each  Department  head  to  whom  such  a  provisional  appropriation  is  made  shall  file  with  the  Controller  monthly  an  estimate  in 
detail  of  the  proposed  expenditures  for  the  ensuing  period,  also  a  statement  of  the  amount  of  expenditures  made  and  the  receipts 
or  reimbursements  received  or  receivable  since  the  last  report. 

The  term  "department"  as  used  in  this  ordinance  shall  mean  department,  bureau,  office,  utility,  board,  or  commission,  as  the 
case  may  be.  The  term  "department  head"  as  used  herein  shall  be  as  defined  in  Section  20  of  the  Charter. 

Section  2.  The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  set  up  appropriate  accounts,  as  provided  by  Section  76  of  the 
Charter,  for  the  items  of  receipts  and  expenditures  appropriated  herein,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  Charter  dealing  with  the 
appropriation  and  transfer  of  funds,  the  certification  of  obligations  and  the  payment  of  warrants. 

Section  3.  The  sums  appropriated  by  this  appropriation  ordinance  to  the  several  departments  shall  be  expended  in  accordance 
with  a  schedule  of  allotments,  monthly  or  quarterly  as  determined  by  the  Controller  and  agreed  to  by  the  Mayor  for  departments 
under  his  jurisdiction  and/or  the  Chief  Administrative  Officer. 

The  Controller  in  issuing  warrants  or  in  certifying  contracts  or  purchase  orders  or  other  encumbrances,  pursuant  to  Sec- 
tion 86  of  the  Charter,  shall  consider  only  the  allotted  portions  of  appropriation  items  to  be  available  for  encumbrance  or  expendi- 
ture, and  shall  not  approve  the  incurring  of  liability  on  any  allotment  in  excess  of  the  amount  of  such  allotment.  In  case  of 
emergency  or  unusual  circumstance  which  could  not  be  anticipated  at  the  time  of  apportionment,  an  additional  allotment  for  a 
period  may  be  made  on  the  recommendation  of  the  department  head  and  that  of  the  Mayor  or  Chief  Administrative  Officer  and 
the  approval  of  the  Controller. 

The  several  items  of  expenditure  appropriated  to  the  several  departments  being  based  upon  estimated  receipts,  income,  or 
revenues  which  may  not  be  fully  realized,  it  shall  be  incumbent  upon  the  Controller  to  revise  estimates  monthly.  If  such  revised 
estimates  indicate  a  potential  shortage,  the  Controller  may  hold  in  reserve  an  equivalent  amoun*  of  the  expenditure  appropriations 
set  forth  herein  until  the  collection  of  the  amounts  as  originally  estimated  is  assured,  and  in  all  cases  where  it  is  provided  by 
charter  that  a  specified  or  minimum  tax  shall  be  levied  for  any  department  the  amount  of  the  appropriation  payable  from  taxes 
made  by  this  ordinance  shall  not  exceed  the  amount  actually  produced  by  the  levy  made  for  said  department  unless  otherwise 
specified  herein. 

Section  4.  After  the  allotment  schedule  has  been  established  or  fixed,  as  heretofore  provided,  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any 
department  or  officer  to  expend  or  cause  to  be  expended  a  sum  greater  than  the  amount  set  forth  for  the  particular  activity  in  the 
said  allotment  schedule  so  established,  unless  an  additional  allotment  is  made,  as  provided  in  Section  3. 

Section  5.  The  existing  Special  and  Trust  funds  are  hereby  continued  and  the  receipts  in,  and  expenditures  from,  each  such 
fund  are  hereby  appropriated  in  accordance  with  law  and  the  conditions  under  which  each  such  fund  was  established. 

The  Controller  is  authorized  to  set  up  additional  special  and  trust  funds  as  they  may  be  created  by  additional  bequests  or 
other  conditions. 

Section  6.  The  several  amounts  of  estimated  receipts  herein  appropriated,  and  each  fund  or  department  to  which  such  appro- 
priation is  made,  are  as  follows:

ANNUAL  APPROPRIATION  ORDINANCE,  1935-36 

Bill  No.  718,  Ordinance  No.  9.051179  (Cod©  No.  9.051),  as  follows: 

AN  ORDINANCE  APPROPRIATING  ALL  ESTIMATED  RECEIPTS  AND  ALL  ESTI- 
MATED EXPENDITURES  OF  THE  CITY  AND  COUNTY  OF  SAN  FRANCISCO  FOR 
THE  FISCAL  YEAR  ENDING  JUNE  30,  1936. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  several  amounts  of  estimated  receipts,  income  and  revenue  enumerated  herein  are  hereby  provided  for  and 
appropriated  to  the  several  funds  and/or  departments  indicated  in  this  ordinance  for  the  purpose  of  meeting  appropriations  herein 
provided.  Such  estimated  receipts,  revenue,  and  income  are  computed  on  an  accrual  basis  and  cash  received  in  payment  thereof 
either  before  or  after  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  shall  not  be  considered  as  income  or  revenue,  but  as  payment  on  account. 

Section  2.  The  several  amounts  of  proposed  expenditure  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1936,  are  hereby  appropriated  to 
the  several  funds  and/or  departments  as  enumerated  herein.  Each  department  for  which  an  expenditure  appropriation  is  herein 
made  shall  be  authorized  to  use  the  amount  of  moneys  so  appropriated  for  the  purposes  specified  in  this  appropriation  ordinance, 
subject  to  the  limitations  of  the  Charter  and  as  provided  herein. 

Section  3.  The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  set  up  appropriate  accounts,  as  provided  by  section  76  of  the 
Charter,  for  the  items  of  receipts  and  expenditures  appropriated  herein,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  Charter  dealing  with  the 
appropriation  and  allotments,  the  transfer  of  funds,  the  certification  of  obligations  and  the  payment  of  warrants.  Where  revenues 
for  any  fund  or  department  are  herein  provided  by  transfer  from  any  other  fund  or  department,  or  where  a  duty  or  a  performance 
has  been  transferred  from  one  department  to  another,  the  Controller  is  authorized  to  make  the  necessary  transfer;  provided  fur- 
ther, that  where  revenues  for  any  fund  or  department  are  herein  provided  by  transfer  from  any  other  fund  or  department,  in  con- 
sideration of  departmental  services  to  be  rendered,  in  no  event  shall  such  transfer  of  revenue  be  made  in  excess  of  the  actual  cost 
of  such  service;  provided  further,  that  in  no  event  shall  transfers  from  utility  surplus  exceed  the  limitations  set  forth  in  section 
129  of  the  Charter. 

Section  4.  The  several  items  of  expenditures  herein  appropriated,  being  based  on  estimated  receipts,  income  or  revenues 
which  may  not  be  fully  realized,  it  shall  be  incumbent  upon  the  Controller  to  establish  a  schedule  of  allotments,  monthly  or  quar- 
terly as  he  may  determine,  under  which  the  sums  appropriated  to  the  several  departments  shall  be  expended.  The  Controller  shall 
revise  such  revenue  estimates  monthly.  If  such  revised  estimates  indicate  a  shortage  the  Controller  shall  hold  in  reserve  an  equiv- 
alent amount  of  the  corresponding  expenditure  appropriations  set  forth  herein  until  the  collection  of  the  amounts  as  originally 
estimated  is  assured,  and  in  all  cases  where  it  is  provided  by  this  Charter  that  a  specified  or  minimum  tax  shall  be  levied  for  any 
department  the  amount  of  such  appropriation  herein  provided  derived  from  taxes  shall  not  exceed  the  amount  actually  produced 
by  the  levy  made  for  said  department.  The  Controller  in  issuing  warrants  or  in  certifying  contracts  or  purchase  orders  or  other 
encumbrances,  pursuant  to  section  86  of  the  Charter,  shall  consider  only  the  allotted  portions  of  appropriation  items  to  be  avail- 
able for  encumbrance  or  expenditure  and  shall  not  approve  the  incurring  of  liability  under  any  allotment  in  excess  of  the  amount 
of  such  allotment.  In  case  of  emergency  or  unusual  circumstance  which  could  not  be  anticipated  at  the  time  of  apportionment, 
an  additional  allotment  for  a  period  may  be  made  on  the  recommendation  of  the  department  head  and  that  of  the  Chief  Admin- 
istrative Officer,  board  or  commission  and  the  approval  of  the  Controller.  After  the  allotment  schedule  has  been  established  or 
fixed,  as  heretofore  provided,  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  department  or  officer  to  expend  or  cause  to  be  expended  a  sum  greater 
than  the  amount  set  forth  for  the  particular  activity  in  the  said  allotment  schedule  so  established,  unless  an  additional  allotment 
is  made,  as  herein  provided. 


(4) 


Allotments,  liabilities  incurred  and  expenditures  made  under  expenditure  appropriations  herein  enumerated  shall  in  no  case 
exceed  the  amount  of  each  such  appropriation,  unless  the  same  shall  have  been  increased  by  supplemental  appropriations  made  in 
the  manner  provided  by  sections  79  and  80  of  the  Charter,  or  by  transfer  as  provided  by  sections  77  and  90  of  the  Charter. 

Section  5.  Items  of  proposed  expenditure  that  are  designated  herein  as  appropriated  for  the  use  of  a  department  only  to 
the  extent  that  fees  or  other  revenues  are  collectible  therefor,  or  reimbursement  is  recollectible  in  full  from  the  departments, 
persons  or  institutions  for  which  the  service  is  rendered,  shall  be  subject  to  limitation  by  the  Controller  to  the  amount  of  such 
receipts  or  collections.  Each  department  head  to  whom  such  a  provisional  appropriation  is  made  shall  file  with  the  Controller 
monthly  an  estimate  in  detail  of  the  proposed  expenditures  for  the  ensuing  period,  and  also  a  statement  of  the  amount  of  expendi- 
tures made  and  the  receipts  or  reimbursements  received  or  receivable  since  the  last  report. 

Section  6.  Where  appropriations  are  made  for  specific  projects  or  purposes  which  may  involve  the  payment  of  salaries  or 
wages,  the  head  of  the  department  to  which  such  appropriations  are  made,  or  the  head  of  a  department  authorized  by  contract  or 
interdepartmental  order  to  make  expenditures  from  each  such  appropriation,  shall  file  with  the  Controller,  when  requested,  an 
estimate  of  the  amount  of  any  such  expenditures  to  be  made  during  the  ensuing  period. 

Section  7.  Liabilities  incurred  and  expenditures  made  for  permanent  employments  shall  in  no  case  exceed  the  number  of, 
and  the  salary  or  wage  for,  employments  in  each  class  as  enumerated  in  the  annual  salary  ordinance,  except  as  additional  em- 
ployments may  be  authorized  under  the  provisions  of  the  Charter. 

Appointing  officers  shall  not  make  appointments  to  vacancies  in  permanent  positions  established  in  the  annual  salary  ordi- 
nance unless  the  Mayor  shall  approve  and  until  the  Controller  shall  certify  that  funds  are  available  to  pay  for  the  service  to  be 
rendered  and  until  the  Civil  Service  Commission  shall  verify  the  legality  of  the  position  and  compensation. 

Appointing  officers  shall  not  make  appointments  to  seasonable  or  temporary  positions  until  the  Controller  shall  certify  that 
funds  are  available  and  until  the  Civil  Service  Commission  shall  verify  the  legality  of  the  position  and  compensation. 

The  Controller  and  the  Civil  Service  Commission  shall  be  notified  immediately  of  a  vacancy  occurring  in  a  permanent 
position. 

Section  8.  The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  continue  the  existing  Special,  Trust  Funds  and  Reserves  and 
the  receipts  in,  and  expenditures  from,  each  such  fund  are  hereby  appropriated  in  accordance  with  law  and  the  conditions  under 
which  each  such  fund  was  established. 

The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  set  up  additional  Special,  Trust  Funds  and  Reserves,  as  they  may  be 
created  by  either  additional  bequests  or  under  other  conditions. 

Section  9.  The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  set  up  appropriations  for  refunding  revenues  collected  in  excess 
of  amounts  due. 

Section  10.  The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  prescribe  the  method  to  be  used  in  making  payments  for  inter- 
departmental services  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  section  77  of  the  Charter. 

Section  11.  The  term  "department"  as  used  in  this  ordinance  shall  mean  department,  bureau,  office,  utility,  board,  or  com- 
mission, as  the  case  may  be.    The  term  "department  head"  as  used  herein  shall  be  as  defined  in  section  20  of  the  Charter. 

Section  12.  The  several  amounts  of  estimated  receipts  herein  appropriated,  and  each  fund  or  department  to  which  Bucb 
appropriation  is  made,  are  as  follows:

ANNUAL  APPROPRIATION  ORDINANCE  19364937 

BILL  NO.  982,  ORDINANCE  NO.  9.051259  (Code  No.  9.051),  as  follows: 

AN  ORDINANCE  APPROPRIATING  ALL  ESTIMATED  RECEIPTS  AND 
ALL  ESTIMATED  EXPENDITURES  OF  THE  CITY  AND  COUNTY  OF 
SAN  FRANCISCO  FOR  THE  FISCAL  YEAR  ENDING  JUNE  30,  1937. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  several  amounts  of  estimated  receipts,  income  and  revenue  enumerated  herein  are  hereby  provided  for  and 
appropriated  to  the  several  funds  and/or  departments  indicated  in  this  ordinance  for  the  purpose  of  meeting  appropriations  herein 
provided. 

Section  2.  The  several  amounts  of  proposed  expenditure  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1937,  are  hereby  appropriated  to 
the  several  funds  and/or  departments  as  enumerated  herein.  Each  department  for  which  an  expenditure  appropriation  is  herein 
made  shall  be  authorized  to  use  the  amount  of  moneys  so  appropriated  for  the  purposes  specified  in  this  appropriation  ordinance, 
subject  to  the  limitations  of  the  Charter  and  as  provided  herein. 

Section  3.  The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  set  up  appropriate  accounts,  as  provided  by  Section  76  of  the 
Charter,  for  the  items  of  receipts  and  expenditures  appropriated  herein. 

Where  revenues  for  any  fund  or  department  are  herein  provided  by  transfer  from  any  other  fund  or  department,  or  where 
a  duty  or  a  performance  has  been  transferred  from  one  department  to  another,  the  Controller  is  authorized  to  make  the  necessary 
transfer;  provided  further,  that  where  revenues  for  any  fund  or  department  are  herein  provided  by  transfer  from  any  other  fund 
or  department,  in  consideration  of  departmental  services  to  be  rendered,  in  no  event  shall  such  transfer  of  revenue  be  made  in 
excess  of  the  actual  cost  of  such  service;  provided  further,  that  in  no  event  shall  transfers  from  utility  surplus  exceed  the 
limitations  set  forth  in  Section  129  of  the  Charter. 

Items  of  proposed  expenditure  that  are  designated  herein  as  appropriated  for  the  use  of  a  department  only  to  the  extent  that 
fees  or  other  revenues  are  collectible  therefor  shall  be  subject  to  limitation  by  the  Controller  to  the  amount  of  actual  receipts  or 
collections. 

Section  4.  The  several  items  of  expenditures  herein  appropriated,  being  based  on  estimated  receipts,  income  or  revenues 
which  may  not  be  fully  realized,  it  shall  be  incumbent  upon  the  Controller  to  establish  a  schedule  of  allotments,  monthly  or  quar- 
terly as  he  may  determine,  under  which  the  sums  appropriated  to  the  several  departments  shall  be  expended.  The  Controller 
shall  revise  such  revenue  estimates  monthly.  If  such  revised  estimates  indicate  a  shortage  the  Controller  shall  hold  in  reserve  an 
equivalent  amount  of  the  corresponding  expenditure  appropriations  set  forth  herein  until  the  collection  of  the  amounts  as  originally 
estimated  is  assured,  and  in  all  cases  where  it  is  provided  by  this  Charter  that  a  specified  or  minimum  tax  shall  be  levied  for 
any  department  the  amount  of  such  appropriation  herein  provided  derived  from  taxes  shall  not  exceed  the  amount  actually  pro- 
duced by  the  levy  made  for  said  department.  The  Controller  in  issuing  warrants  or  in  certifying  contracts  or  purchase  orders  or 
other  encumbrances,  pursuant  to  Section  86  of  the  Charter,  shall  consider  only  the  allotted  portions  of  appropriation  items  to  be 
available  for  encumbrance  or  expenditure  and  shall  not  approve  the  incurring  of  liability  under  any  allotment  in  excess  of  the 
amount  of  such  allotment.  In  case  of  emergency  or  unusual  circumstance  which  could  not  be  anticipated  at  the  time  of  appoi 
tionment,  an  additional  allotment  for  a  period  may  be  made  on  the  recommendation  of  the  department  head  and  that  of  the  Chief 
Administrative  Officer,  board  or  commission,  and  the  approval  of  the  Controller.  After  the  allotment  schedule  has  been  established 
or  fixed,  as  heretofore  provided,  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  department  or  officer  to  expend  or  cause  to  be  expended  a  sum  greater 
than  the  amount  set  forth  for  the  particular  activity  in  the  said  allotment  schedule  so  established,  unless  an  additional  allotment 
is  made,  as  herein  provided. 

(  4  ) 


Allotments,  liabilities  incurred  and  expenditures  made  under  expenditure  appropriations  herein  enumerated  shall  in  no  case 
exceed  the  amount  of  each  such  appropriation,  unless  the  same  shall  have  been  increased  by  supplemental  appropriations 
made  in  the  manner  provided  by  Sections  79  and  80  of  the  Charter,  or  by  transfer  as  provided  by  Sections  77  and  90  of  the 
Charter. 

Section  5.    Where  appropriations  are  made  for  specific  projects  or  purposes  which  may  involve  the  payment  of  salari 
wages,  the  head  of  the  department  to  which  such  appropriations  are  made,  or  the  head  of  a  department  authorized  by  contract  or 
interdepartmental  order  to  make  expenditures  from  each  such  appropriation,  shall  file  with  the  Controller,  when  requested,  an 
estimate  of  the  amount  of  any  such  expenditures  to  be  made  during  the  ensuing  period. 

Section  6.    Liabilities  incurred  and  expenditures  made  for  permanent  employments  shall  in  no  case  exceed  the  numbi 
and  the  salary  or  wage  for,  employments  in  each  class  as  enumerated  in  the  annual  salary  ordinance,  except  as  additional  employ- 
ments may  be  authorized  under  the  provisions  of  the  Charter. 

The  Controller  and  the  Civil  Service  Commission  shall  be  immediately  notified  of  a  vacancy  occurring  in  a  posit i.  n 
lished  in  the  Annual  Salary  Ordinance  and  appointing  officers  shall  not  make  appointments  to  such  vacancies  until  the  Controller 
shall  certify  that  funds  are  available  and  until  the  Civil  Service  Commission  shall  verify  the  legality  of  the  position  and 
pensation  and  shall  investigate  and  report  upon  the  necessity  of  the  position  to  the  Mayor,  and  the  Mayor  shall  approve. 

Appointing  officers  shall  not  make  appointments  to  seasonable  or  temporary  positions  until  the  Controller  shall  certify  that 
funds  are  available  and  until  the  Civil  Service  Commission  shall  verify  the  legality  of  the  position  and  compensation. 

Appointments  to  seasonable  or  temporary  positions  shall  not  exceed  the  term  for  which  the  Controller  has  certified  the 
availability  of  funds. 

Section  7.    The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  continue  the  existing  Special,  Trust   Funds  and  Reservi 
and  the  receipts  in  and  expenditures  from,  each  such  fund  are  hereby  appropriated  in  accordance  with  law  and  the  conditions  under 
which  each  such  fund  was  established. 

The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  set  up  additional  Special,  Trust  Funds  and  Reserves,  as  they  may  be  created 
by  either  additional  bequests  or  under  other  conditions. 

Whenever  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  shall  receive  from  the  United  States  of  America,  the  State  of  California,  or 
from  any  public  or  semi-public  agency,  or  from  any  private  person,  firm  or  corporation,  any  moneys,  or  property  to  be  coi 
into  money,  the  Controller  shall  set  up  on  the  books  of  his  office  a  special  fund  or  account  evidencing  the  said  mon 
and  specifying  the  purposes  for  which  they  have  been  received  and  for  which  they  are  held,  which  said  account  or  fund  shall  be 
maintained  by  the  said  Controller  as  long  as  any  portion  of  said  moneys  remains  unexpended. 

The  expenditures  necessary  from  said  fund  or  said  account  created  as  herein  provided,  in  order  to  carry  out  the  purpose  for 
which  said  moneys  have  been  received  or  for  which  said  account  is  being  maintained,  shall  be  approved  by  the  Confon  Uer  an 
penditures  are  hereby  appropriated  in  accordance  with  the  terms  and  conditions  under  which  said  moneys  l  ave  been  received  by  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  and  in  accordance  with  the  conditions  under  which  said  fund  is  maintained. 

Section  8.  The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  set  up  appropriations  for  refunding  revenues  collected  in  exc<  - 
of  amounts  due. 

Section  9.  The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  prescribe  the  method  to  be  used  In  making  payments  for  inter- 
departmental services  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  77  of  the  Charter. 

Section  10.  The  term  "department"  as  used  in  this  ordinance  shall  mean  department,  bureau,  office,  utility,  board,  '>r  commis- 
sion, as  the  case  may  be.    The  term  "department  head"  as  used  herein  shall  be  as  denned  in  Section  20  of  the  <

ANNUAL  APPROPRIATION  ORDINANCE  19374938 

BILL  NO.  1322,  ORDINANCE  NO.  9.051382  (Code  No.  9.051),  as  follows: 

AN  ORDINANCE  APPROPRIATING  ALL  ESTIMATED  RECEIPTS  AND 
ALL  ESTIMATED  EXPENDITURES  FOR  THE  CITY  AND  COUNTY  OP 
SAN  FRANCISCO  FOR  THE  FISCAL  YEAR  ENDING  JUNE  30,  1938. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  several  amounts  of  estimated  receipts,  income  and  revenue  enumerated  herein  are  hereby  provided  for  and 
appropriated  to  the  several  funds  and/or  departments  indicated  in  this  ordinance  for  the  purpose  of  meeting  appropriations  herein 
provided. 

Section  2.  The  several  amounts  of  proposed  expenditure  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1938,  are  hereby  appropriated  to 
the  several  funds  and/or  departments  as  enumerated  herein.  Each  department  for  which  an  expenditure  appropriation  is  herein 
made  shall  be  authorized  to  use  the  amount  of  moneys  so  appropriated  for  the  purposes  specified  in  this  appropriation  ordinance, 
subject  to  the  limitations  of  the  Charter  and  as  provided  herein. 

Section  3.  The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  set  up  appropriate  accounts,  as  provided  by  Section  76  of  the 
Charter,  for  the  items  of  receipts  and  expenditures  appropriated  herein. 

Where  revenues  for  any  fund  or  department  are  herein  provided  by  transfer  from  any  other  fund  or  department,  or  where  a  duty 
or  a  performance  has  been  transferred  from  one  department  to  another,  the  Controller  is  authorized  to  make  the  necessary  transfer; 
provided  further,  that  where  revenues  for  any  fund  or  department  are  herein  provided  by  transfer  from  any  other  fund  or  department, 
in  consideration  of  departmental  services  to  be  rendered,  in  no  event  shall  such  transfer  of  revenue  be  made  in  excess  of  the  actual 
cost  of  such  service;  provided  further,  that  in  no  event  shall  transfers  from  utility  surplus  exceed  the  limitations  set  forth  in  Sec- 
tion 129  of  the  Charter. 

The  Controller  shall  make  available  the  amount  of  actual  receipts  for  items  of  proposed  expenditures  that  are  designated 
herein  as  appropriated  for  the  use  of  a  department  only  to  the  extent  that  fees  or  other  revenues  are  collectible. 

Section  4.  The  several  items  of  expenditures  herein  appropriated,  being  based  on  estimated  receipts,  income  or  revenues 
which  may  not  be  fully  realized,  it  shall  be  incumbent  upon  the  Controller  to  establish  a  schedule  of  allotments,  monthly  or  quar- 
terly as  he  may  determine,  under  which  the  sums  appropriated  to  the  several  departments  shall  be  expended.  The  Controller  shall 
revise  such  revenue  estimates  monthly.  If  such  revised  estimates  indicate  a  shortage  the  Controller  shall  hold  in  reserve  an  equiva- 
lent amount  of  the  corresponding  expenditure  appropriations  set  forth  herein  until  the  collection  of  the  amounts  as  originally 
estimated  is  assured,  and  in  all  cases  where  it  is  provided  by  this  Charter  that  a  specified  or  minimum  tax  shall  be  levied  for  any 
department  the  amount  of  such  appropriation  herein  provided  derived  from  taxes  shall  not  exceed  the  amount  actually  produced  by 
the  levy  made  for  said  department.  The  Controller  in  issuing  warrants  or  in  certifying  contracts  or  purchase  orders  or  other  encum- 
brances, pursuant  to  Section  86  of  the  Charter,  shall  consider  only  the  allotted  portions  of  appropriation  items  to  be  available  for 
encumbrance  or  expenditure  and  shall  not  approve  the  incurring  of  liability  under  any  allotment  in  excess  of  the  amount  of  such 
allotment.  In  case  of  emergency  or  unusual  circumstance  which  could  not  be  anticipated  at  the  time  of  apportionment,  an  additional 
allotment  for  a  period  may  be  made  on  the  recommendation  of  the  department  head  and  that  of  the  Chief  Administrative  Officer,  board 
or  commission,  and  the  approval  of  the  Controller.  After  the  allotment  schedule  has  been  established  or  fixed,  as  heretofore  pro- 
vided, it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  department  or  officer  to  expend  or  cause  to  be  expended  a  sum  greater  than  the  amount  set  forth 
for  the  particular  activity  in  the  said  allotment  schedule  so  established,  unless  an  additional  allotment  is  made,  as  herein  provided. 
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Allotments,  liabilities  incurred  and  expenditures  made  under  expenditure  appropriations  herein  enumerated  shall  in  no  case 
exceed  the  amount  of  each  such  appropriation,  unless  the  same  shall  have  been  increased  by  supplemental  appropriations  made  in 
the  manner  provided  by  Sections  79  and  80  of  the  Charter,  or  by  transfer  as  provided  by  Sections  77  and  90  of  the  Charter. 

Section  5.  Where  appropriations  are  made  for  specific  projects  or  purposes  which  may  involve  the  payment  of  salaries  or 
wages,  the  head  of  the  department  to  which  such  appropriations  are  made,  or  the  head  of  a  department  authorized  by  contract  or 
interdepartmental  order  to  make  expenditures  from  each  such  appropriation,  shall  file  with  the  Controller,  when  requested,  an  esti- 
mate of  the  amount  of  any  such  expenditures  to  be  made  during  the  ensuing  period. 

Section  6.  Liabilities  incurred  and  expenditures  made  for  permanent  employments  shall  in  no  case  exceed  the  number  of  and  the 
salary  or  wage  for,  employments  in  each  class  as  enumerated  in  the  annual  salary  ordinance,  except  as  additional  employments  may 
be  authorized  under  the  provisions  of  the  Charter. 

The  Controller  and  the  Civil  Service  Commission  shall  be  immediately  notified  of  a  vacancy  occurring  in  a  position  estab- 
lished in  the  Annual  Salary  Ordinance  and  appointing  officers  shall  not  make  appointments  to  such  vacancies  until  the  Controller 
shall  certify  that  funds  are  available  and  until  the  Civil  Service  Commission  shall  verify  the  legality  of  the  position  and  com- 
pensation, and  the  Mayor  shall  approve. 

Appointing  officers  shall  not  make  appointments  to  seasonable  or  temporary  positions  until  the  Controller  shall  certify  that  funds 
are  available  and  until  the  Civil  Service  Commission  shall  verify  the  legality  of  the  position  and  compensation. 

Appointments  to  seasonable  or  temporary  positions  shall  not  exceed  the  term  for  which  the  Controller  has  certified  the  availa- 
bility of  funds. 

Section  7.  The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  continue  the  existing  Special,  Trust  Funds  and  Reserves  and  the 
receipts  in  and  expenditures  from  each  such  fund  are  hereby  appropriated  in  accordance  with  law  and  the  conditions  under  which 
each  such  fund  was  established. 

The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  set  up  additional  Special,  Trust  Funds  and  Reserves,  as  they  may  be  cre- 
ated by  either  additional  bequests  or  under  other  conditions. 

Whenever  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  shall  receive  from  the  United  States  of  America,  the  State  of  California,  or  from 
any  public  or  semi-public  agency,  or  from  any  private  person,  firm  or  corporation,  any  moneys,  or  property  to  be  converted  into 
money,  the  Controller  shall  set  up  on  the  books  of  his  office  a  special  fund  or  account  evidencing  the  said  moneys  so  received  and 
specifying  the  purposes  for  which  they  have  been  received  and  for  which  they  are  held,  which  said  account  or  fund  shall  be  main- 
tained by  the  said  Controller  as  long  as  any  portion  of  said  moneys  remains  unexpended. 

The  expenditures  necessary  from  said  fund  or  said  account  created  as  herein  provided,  in  order  to  carry  out  the  purpose  for 
which  said  moneys  have  been  received  or  for  which  said  account  is  being  maintained,  shall  be  approved  by  the  Controller  and  said 
expenditures  are  hereby  appropriated  in  accordance  with  the  terms  and  conditions  under  which  said  moneys  have  been  received 
by  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  and  in  accordance  with  the  conditions  under  which  said  fund  is  maintained. 

Section  8.  The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  set  up  appropriations  for  refunding  revenues  collected  in  excess 
of  amounts  due. 

Section  9.  The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  prescribe  the  method  to  be  used  in  making  payments  for  inter- 
departmental services  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Secti  on  77  of  the  Charter. 

Section  10.  The  term  "department"  as  used  in  this  ordinance  shall  mean  department,  bureau,  office,  utility,  board  or  commission, 
as  the  case  may  be.   The  term  "department  head"  as  used  herein  shall  be  as  defined  in  Section  20  of  the  Charter. 

Section  11.  The  several  amounts  of  estimated  receipts  herein  appropriated,  and  each  fund  or  department  to  which  such  appro- 
priation is  made,  are  as  follows:

ANNUAL  APPROPRIATION  ORDINANCE  19384939 

BILL  NO.  1576,  ORDINANCE  NO.  9.051477  (Code  No.  9.051),  as  follows: 

AN  ORDINANCE  APPROPRIATING  ALL  ESTIMATED  RECEIPTS  AND 
ALL  ESTIMATED  EXPENDITURES  FOR  THE  CITY  AND  COUNTY  OF 
SAN  FRANCISCO  FOR  THE  FISCAL  YEAR  ENDING  JUNE  30,  1939. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  several  amounts  of  estimated  receipts,  income  and  revenue  enumerated  herein  are  hereby  provided  for  and 
appropriated  to  the  several  funds  and/or  departments  indicated  in  this  ordinance  for  the  purpose  of  meeting  appropriations  herein 
provided. 

Section  2.  The  several  amounts  of  proposed  expenditure  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1939,  are  hereby  appropriated  to 
the  several  funds  and/or  departments  as  enumerated  herein.  Each  department  for  which  an  expenditure  appropriation  is  herein 
made  shall  be  authorized  to  use  the  amount  of  moneys  so  appropriated  for  the  purposes  specified  in  this  appropriation  ordinance, 
subject  to  the  limitations  of  the  Charter  and  as  provided  herein.  I 

Section  3.  The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  set  up  appropriate  accounts,  as  provided  by  Section  76  of  the  I 
Charter,  for  the  items  of  receipts  and  expenditures  appropriated  herein. 

Where  revenues  for  any  fund  or  department  are  herein  provided  by  transfer  from  any  other  fund  or  department,  or  where  a  duty  | 
or  a  performance  has  been  transferred  from  one  department  to  another,  the  Controller  is  authorized  to  make  the  necessary  transfer;  j 
provided  further,  that  where  revenues  for  any  fund  or  department  are  herein  provided  by  transfer  from  any  other  fund  or  department  I 
in  consideration  of  departmental  services  to  be  rendered,  in  no  event  shall  such  transfer  of  revenue  be  made  in  excess  of  the  actual 
cost  of  such  service;  provided  further,  that  in  no  event  shall  transfers  from  utility  surplus  exceed  the  limitations  set  forth  in  Sec-j 
tion  129  of  the  Charter. 

The  Controller  shall  make  available  the  amount  of  actual  receipts  for  items  of  proposed  expenditures  that  are  designated 
herein  as  appropriated  for  the  use  of  a  department  to  the  extent  that  fees  or  other  revenues  are  collectible. 

Section  4.    The  several  items  of  expenditures  herein  appropriated,  being  based  on  estimated  receipts,  income  or  revenues 
which  may  not  be  fully  realized,  it  shall  be  incumbent  upon  the  Controller  to  establish  a  schedule  of  allotments,  monthly  or  quar 
terly  as  he  may  determine,  under  which  the  sums  appropriated  to  the  several  departments  shall  be  expended.    The  Controller  shal ;  j 
revise  such  revenue  estimates  monthly.  If  such  revised  estimates  indicate  a  shortage  the  Controller  shall  hold  in  reserve  an  equiva  \ 
lent  amount  of  the  corresponding  expenditure  appropriations  set  forth  herein  until  the  collection  of  the  amounts  as  originally!  : 
estimated  is  assured,  and  in  all  cases  where  it  is  provided  by  the  Charter  that  a  specified  or  minimum  tax  shall  be  levied  for  aniJ 
department  the  amount  of  such  appropriation  herein  provided  derived  from  taxes  shall  not  exceed  the  amount  actually  produced  bj  1 
the  levy  made  for  said  department.  The  Controller  in  issuing  warrants  or  in  certifying  contracts  or  purchase  orders  or  other  encum|  j 
brances,  pursuant  to  Section  86  of  the  Charter,  shall  consider  only  the  allotted  portions  of  appropriation  items  to  be  available  foil 
encumbrance  or  expenditure  and  shall  not  approve  the  incurring  of  liability  under  any  allotment  in  excess  of  the  amount  of  sucll 
allotment.  In  case  of  emergency  or  unusual  circumstances  which  could  not  be  anticipated  at  the  time  of  apportionment,  an  additions 
allotment  for  a  period  may  be  made  on  the  recommendation  of  the  department  head  and  that  of  the  Chief  Administrative  Officer,  boar  1 
or  commission,  and  the  approval  of  the  Controller.  After  the  allotment  schedule  has  been  established  or  fixed,  as  heretofore  pr<|l 
vided,  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  department  or  officer  to  expend  or  cause  to  be  expended  a  sum  greater  than  the  amount  set  fort  IB 
for  the  particular  activity  in  the  said  allotment  schedule  so  established,  unless  an  additional  allotment  is  made,  as  herein  provide*  |H 


Allotments,  liabilities  incurred  and  expenditures  made  under  expenditure  appropriations  herein  enumerated  shall  in  no  case 
exceed  the  amount  of  each  such  appropriation,  unless  the  same  shall  have  been  increased  by  supplemental  appropriations  made  in 
the  manner  provided  by  Sections  79  and  80  of  the  Charter,  or  by  transfer  as  provided  by  Sections  77  and  90  of  the  Charter. 

Section  5.  Where  appropriations  are  made  for  specific  projects  or  purposes  which  may  involve  the  payment  of  salaries  or 
wages,  the  head  of  the  department  to  which  such  appropriations  are  made,  or  the  head  of  a  department  authorized  by  contract  or 
interdepartmental  order  to  make  expenditures  from  each  such  appropriation,  shall  file  with  the  Controller,  when  requested,  an  esti- 
nate  of  the  amount  of  any  such  expenditures  to  be  made  during  the  ensuing  period. 

Section  6.  Liabilities  incurred  and  expenditures  made  for  permanent  employments  shall  in  no  case  exceed  the  number  of  and  the 
salary  or  wage  for,  employments  in  each  class  as  enumerated  in  the  annual  salary  ordinance,  except  as  additional  employments  may 
je  authorized  under  the  provisions  of  the  Charter. 

The  Controller  and  the  Civil  Service  Commission  shall  be  immediately  notified  of  a  vacancy  occurring  in  a  position  estab- 
ished  in  the  Annual  Salary  Ordinance  and  appointing  officers  shall  not  make  appointments  to  such  vacancies  until  the  Controller 
hall  certify  that  funds  are  available  for  the  compensation  of  the  appointee,  and  the  Mayor  shall  approve  the  appointment. 

Appointing  officers  shall  not  make  appointments  to  seasonable  or  temporary  positions  until  the  Controller  shall  certify  that  funds 
ire  available  and  until  the  Civil  Service  Commission  shall  verify  the  legality  of  the  position  and  compensation. 
II     Appointments  to  seasonable  or  temporary  positions  shall  not  exceed  the  term  for  which  the  Controller  has  certified  the  availa- 
•ility  of  funds. 

Section  7.  The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  continue  the  existing  Special,  Trust  Funds  and  Reserves  and 
he  receipts  in  and  expenditures  from  each  such  fund  are  hereby  appropriated  in  accordance  with  law  and  the  conditions  under 
/hich  each  such  fund  was  established. 

The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  set  up  additional  Special,  Trust  Funds  and  Reserves,  as  they  may  be  cre- 
ted  by  either  additional  bequests  or  under  other  conditions. 

Whenever  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  shall  receive  from  the  United  States  of  America,  the  State  of  California,  or  from 
ny  public  or  semi-public  agency,  or  from  any  private  person,  firm  or  corporation,  any  moneys,  or  property  to  be  converted  into 
loney,  the  Controller  shall  set  up  on  the  books  of  his  office  a  special  fund  or  account  evidencing  the  said  moneys  so  received  and 
pecifying  the  purposes  for  which  they  have  been  received  and  for  which  they  are  held,  which  said  account  or  fund  shall  be  main- 
lined by  the  said  Controller  as  long  as  any  portion  of  said  moneys  remains  unexpended. 

The  expenditures  necessary  from  said  fund  or  said  account  created  as  herein  provided,  in  order  to  carry  out  the  purpose  for 
'hich  said  moneys  have  been  received  or  for  which  said  account  is  being  maintained,  shall  be  approved  by  the  Controller  and  said 
icpenditures  are  hereby  appropriated  in  accordance  with  the  terms  and  conditions  under  which  said  moneys  have  been  received 
y  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  and  in  accordance  with  the  conditions  under  which  said  fund  is  maintained. 

Section  8.  The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  set  up  appropriations  for  refunding  amounts  deposited  in  the 
•easury  in  excess  of  amounts  due. 

Section  9.  The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  prescribe  the  method  to  be  used  in  making  payments  for  inter- 
iepartmental  services  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  77  of  the  Charter. 

Section  10.    The  term  "department"  as  used  in  this  ordinance  shall  mean  department,  bureau,  office,  utility,  board  or  commission.

ANNUAL  APPROPRIATION  ORDINANCE  19394940 

BILL  NO.  165,  ORDINANCE  NO.  185,  as  follows: 

AN  ORDINANCE  APPROPRIATING  ALL  ESTIMATED  RECEIPTS  AND 
ALL  ESTIMATED  EXPENDITURES  FOR  THE  CITY  AND  COUNTY  OF 
SAN  FRANCISCO  FOR  THE  FISCAL  YEAR  ENDING  JUNE  30,  1940. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  several  amounts  of  estimated  receipts,  income  and  revenue  enumerated  herein  are  hereby  provided  for  am 
appropriated  to  the  several  funds  and/or  departments  indicated  in  this  ordinance  for  the  purpose  of  meeting  appropriations  hereii 
provided. 

Section  2.  The  several  amounts  of  proposed  expenditure  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1940,  are  hereby  appropriated  to  th 
several  funds  and/or  departments  as  enumerated  herein.  Each  department  for  which  an  expenditure  appropriation  is  herein  mad 
is  hereby  authorized  to  use  the  amount  of  moneys  so  appropriated  for  the  purposes  specified  in  this  appropriation  ordinance,  i 
the  manner  provided  by  law. 

Section  3.  The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  set  up  appropriate  accounts  for  the  items  of  receipts  and  e: 
penditures  appropriated  herein. 

Where  revenues  for  any  fund  or  department  are  herein  provided  by  transfer  from  any  other  fund  or  department,  or  where 
duty  or  a  performance  has  been  transferred  from  one  department  to  another,  the  Controller  is  authorized  to  make  the  necessai 
transfer;  provided  further,  that  where  revenues  for  any  fund  or  department  are  herein  provided  by  transfer  from  any  other  fund  d 
department  in  consideration  of  departmental  services  to  be  rendered,  in  no  event  shall  such  transfer  of  revenue  be  made  in  excess  i 
the  actual  cost  of  such  service;  provided  further,  that  in  no  event  shall  transfers  from  utility  surplus  exceed  the  limitations  Si 
forth  in  Section  129  of  the  Charter. 

The  Controller  shall  make  available  the  amount  of  actual  receipts  for  items  of  proposed  expenditures  that  are  designated  her( 
in  as  appropriated  for  Symphony  Concerts,  Collection  of  Rents  (Real  Estate  Department),  Tearing  Up  Streets,  Inspection  Fees  (E 
gineering),  and  Advertising  Fees  (Engineering). 

Section  4.    The  several  items  of  expenditures  herein  appropriated,  being  based  on  estimated  receipts,  income  or  revenues  whi 
may  not  be  fully  realized,  it  shall  be  incumbent  upon  the  Controller  to  establish  a  schedule  of  allotments,  monthly  or  quarterly  i 
he  may  determine,  under  which  the  sums  appropriated  to  the  several  departments  shall  be  expended.    The  Controller  shall  revi! 
such  revenue  estimates  monthly.    If  such  revised  estimates  indicate  a  shortage  the  Controller  shall  hold  in  reserve  an  equivalel 
amount  of  the  corresponding  expenditure  appropriations  set  forth  herein  until  the  collection  of  the  amounts  as  originally  esj 
mated  is  assured,  and  in  all  cases  where  it  is  provided  by  the  Charter  that  a  specified  or  minimum  tax  shall  be  levied  for  any  depaj 
ment  the  amount  of  such  appropriation  herein  provided  derived  from  taxes  shall  not  exceed  the  amount  actually  produced  by  t 
levy  made  for  said  department.    The  Controller  in  issuing  warrants  or  in  certifying  contracts  or  purchase  orders  or  other  encu 
brances,  pursuant  to  Section  86  of  the  Charter,  shall  consider  only  the  allotted  portions  of  appropriation  items  to  be  available  f 
encumbrance  or  expenditure  and  shall  not  approve  the  incurring  of  liability  under  any  allotment  in  excess  of  the  amount  of  su 
allotment.    In  case  of  emergency  or  unusual  circumstances  which  could  not  be  anticipated  at  the  time  of  apportionment,  an  ad 
tional  allotment  for  a  period  may  be  made  on  the  recommendation  of  the  department  head  and  that  of  the  Chief  Administrati 
Officer,  board  or  commission,  and  the  approval  of  the  Controller.   After  the  allotment  schedule  has  been  established  or  fixed,  as  he 
tofore  provided,  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  department  or  officer  to  expend  or  cause  to  be  expended  a  sum  greater  than  the  amoi 
set  forth  for  the  particular  activity  in  the  said  allotment  schedule  so  established,  unless  an  additional  allotment  is  made,  as  hen 
provided. 
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Allotments,  liabilities  incurred  and  expenditures  made  under  expenditure  appropriations  herein  enumerated  shall  in  no  case  ex- 
eed  the  amount  of  each  such  appropriation,  unless  the  same  shall  have  been  increased  by  supplemental  appropriations  made  in 
he  manner  provided  by  Sections  79  and  80  of  the  Charter,  or  by  transfer  as  provided  by  Sections  77  and  90  of  the  Charter. 

Section  5.  Where  appropriations  are  made  for  specific  projects  or  purposes  which  may  involve  the  payment  of  salaries  or  wages, 
he  head  of  the  department  to  which  such  appropriations  are  made,  or  the  head  of  a  department  authorized  by  contract  or  interde- 
artmental  order  to  make  expenditures  from  each  such  appropriation,  shall  file  with  the  Controller,  when  requested,  an  estimate  of 
tie  amount  of  any  such  expenditures  to  be  made  during  the  ensuing  period. 

Section  6.  Liabilities  incurred  and  expenditures  made  for  permanent  employments  shall  in  no  case  exceed  the  number  of  and 
he  salary  or  wage  for,  employments  in  each  class  as  enumerated  in  the  Annual  Salary  Ordinance,  except  as  additional  employments 
lay  be  authorized  under  the  provisions  of  the  Charter. 

The  Controller  and  the  Civil  Service  Commission  shall  be  immediately  notified  of  a  vacancy  occurring  in  a  position  established 
p  the  Annual  Salary  Ordinance  and  appointing  officers  shall  not  make  appointments  to  such  vacancies  until  the  Controller  shall  cer- 
ify  that  funds  are  available  for  the  compensation  of  the  appointee,  and  the  Mayor  shall  approve  the  appointment. 

Appointing  officers  shall  not  make  appointments  to  seasonable  or  temporary  positions  until  the  Controller  shall  certify  that 
ands  are  available  and  until  the  Civil  Service  Commission  shall  verify  the  legality  of  the  position  and  compensation. 
I    Appointments  to  seasonable  or  temporary  positions  shall  not  exceed  the  term  for  which  the  Controller  has  certified  the  avail- 
hility  of  funds. 

Section  7.  The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  continue  the  existing  Special,  Trust  Funds  and  Reserves  and 
ae  receipts  in  and  expenditures  from  each  such  fund  are  hereby  appropriated  in  accordance  with  law  and  the  conditions  under 
;hich  each  such  fund  was  established. 

The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  set  up  additional  Special,  Trust  Funds  and  Reserves,  as  they  may  be  created 
y  either  additional  bequests  or  under  other  conditions. 

Whenever  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  shall  receive  from  the  United  States  of  America,  the  State  of  California,  or 
om  any  public  or  semi-public  agency,  or  from  any  private  person,  firm  or  corporation,  any  moneys,  or  property  to  be  converted 
ito  money,  the  Controller  shall  set  up  on  the  books  of  his  office  a  special  fund  or  account  evidencing  the  said  moneys  so  received 
id  specifying  the  purposes  for  which  they  have  been  received  and  for  which  they  are  held,  which  said  account  or  fund  shall  be 
aintained  by  the  said  Controller  as  long  as  any  portion  of  said  moneys  remains  unexpended.

The  expenditures  necessary  from  said  fund  or  said  account  created  as  herein  provided,  in  order  to  carry  out  the  purpose  for  which 
lid  moneys  have  been  received  or  for  which  said  account  is  being  maintained,  shall  be  approved  by  the  Controller  and  said  ex- 
jnditures  are  hereby  appropriated  in  accordance  with  the  terms  and  conditions  under  which  said  moneys  have  been  received  by  the 
Ity  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  and  in  accordance  with  the  conditions  under  which  said  fund  is  maintained. 

Section  8.  The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  set  up  appropriations  for  refunding  amounts  deposited  in  the 
easury  in  excess  of  amounts  due. 

Section  9.  The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  prescribe  the  method  to  be  used  in  making  payments  for  inter- 
spartmental  services  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  77  of  the  Charter. 

Section  10.  The  term  "department"  as  used  in  this  ordinance  shall  mean  department,  bureau,  office,  utility,  board  or  commis- 
on,  as  the  case  may  be.    The  term  "department  head"  as  used  herein  shall  be  as  defined  in  Section  20  of  the  Charter.

Where  revenues  for  any  fund  or  department  are  herein  provided  by  transfer  from  any  other  fund  or  department,  or  where  a  du 
or  a  performance  has  been  transferred  from  one  department  to  another,  the  Controller  is  authorized  to  make  the  necessary  transfe 
provided  further,  that  where  revenues  for  any  fund  or  department  are  herein  provided  by  transfer  from  any  other  fund  or  departme 
in  consideration  of  departmental  services  to  be  rendered,  in  no  event  shall  such  transfer  of  revenue  be  made  in  excess  of  the  actu 
cost  of  such  service;  provided  further  that  in  no  event  shall  transfers  from  utility  surplus  exceed  the  limitations  set  forth  in  Secti' 
129  of  the  Charter. 

The  Controller  shall  make  available  the  amount  of  actual  receipts  for  items  of  proposed  expenditures  that  are  designated  here 
as  appropriated  for  Symphony  Concerts,  Collection  of  Rents  (Real  Estate  Department),  Tearing  Up  Streets,  Inspection  Fees  (En; 
neering),  Advertising  fees  (Engineering),  and  Recreation  (Camp  Mather). 

Section  4.   The  several  items  of  expenditures  herein  appropriated,  being  based  on  estimated  receipts,  income  or  revenues  whi 
may  not  be  fully  realized,  it  shall  be  incumbent  upon  the  Controller  to  establish  a  schedule  of  allotments,  monthly  or  quarterly  I 
he  may  determine,  under  which  the  sums  appropriated  to  the  several  departments  shall  be  expended.  The  Controller  shall  revise  su 
revenue  estimates  monthly.    If  such  revised  estimates  indicate  a  shortage  the  Controller  shall  hold  in  reserve  an  equivalent  amou 
of  the  corresponding  expenditure  appropriations  set  forth  herein  until  the  collection  of  the  amounts  as  originally  estimated  is 
sured,  and  in  all  cases  where  it  is  provided  by  the  Charter  that  a  specified  or  minimum  tax  shall  be  levied  for  any  department  t 
amount  of  such  appropriation  herein  provided  derived  from  taxes  shall  not  exceed  the  amount  actually  produced  by  the  levy  ma 
for  said  department.  The  Controller  in  issuing  warrants  or  in  .certifying  contracts  or  purchase  orders  or  other  encumbrances  p 
suant  to  Section  86  of  the  Charter,  shall  consider  only  the  allotted  portions  of  appropriation  items  to  be  available  for  encumhran 
or  expenditure  and  shall  not  approve  the  incurring  of  liability  under  any  allotment  in  excess  of  the  amount  of  such  allotment, 
case  of  emergency  or  unusual  circumstances  which  could  not  be  anticipated  at  the  time  of  apportionment,  an  additional  allotnn 
for  a  period  may  be  made  on  the  recommendation  of  the  department  head  and  that  of  the  Chief  Administrative  Officer,  board 
commission,  and  the  approval  of  the  Controller.  After  the  allotment  schedule  has  been  established  or  fixed,  as  heretofore  provid 
it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  department  or  officer  to  expend  or  cause  to  be  expended  a  sum  greater  than  the  amount  set  forth 
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the  particular  activity  in  the  said  allotment  schedule  so  established,  unless  an  additional  allotment  is  made,  as  herein  provided. 

Allotments,  liabilities  incurred  and  expenditures  made  under  expenditure  appropriations  herein  enumerated  shall  in  no  case  ex- 
ceed the  amount  of  each  such  appropriation,  unless  the  same  shall  have  been  increased  by  supplemental  appropriations  made  in 
the  manner  provided  by  Sections  79  and  80  of  the  Charter,  or  by  transfer  as  provided  by  Sections  77  and  90  of  the  Charter. 

Section  5.  Where  appropriations  are  made  for  specific  projects  or  purposes  which  may  involve  the  payment  of  salaries  or  wages, 
the  head  of  the  department  to  which  such  appropriations  are  made,  or  the  head  of  a  department  authorized  by  contract  or  interde- 
partmental order  to  make  expenditures  from  each  such  appropriation,  shall  file  with  the  Controller,  when  requested,  an  estimate  of  the 
amount  of  any  such  expenditures  to  be  made  during  the  ensuing  period. 

Section  6.  Liabilities  incurred  and  expenditures  made  for  permanent  employments  shall  in  no  case  exceed  the  number  of  and 
the  salary  or  wage  for,  employments  in  each  class  as  enumerated  in  the  Annual  Salary  Ordinance,  except  as  additional  employments 
may  be  authorized  under  the  provisions  of  the  Charter. 

The  Controller  and  the  Civil  Service  Commission  shall  be  immediately  notified  of  a  vacancy  occurring  in  a  position  established  in 
the  Annual  Salary  Ordinance  and  appointing  officers  shall  not  make  appointments  to  such  vacancies  until  the  Controller  shall  certify 
that  funds  are  available  for  the  compensation  of  the  appointee,  and  the  Mayor  shall  approve  the  appointment. 

Appointing  officers  shall  not  make  appointments  to  seasonable  or  temporary  positions  until  the  Controller  shall  certify  that  funds 
are  available  and  until  the  Civil  Service  Commission  shall  verify  the  legality  of  the  position  and  compensation. 

Appointments  to  seasonable  or  temporary  positions  shall  not  exceed  the  term  for  which  the  Controller  has  certified  the  availability 
of  funds. 

Section  7.  The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  continue  the  existing  Special,  Trust  Funds  and  Reserves  and  the 
receipts  in  and  expenditures  from  each  such  fund  are  hereby  appropriated  in  accordance  with  law  and  the  conditions  under  which  each 
Hich  fund  was  established. 

The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  set  up  additional  Special,  Trust  Funds  and  Reserves,  as  they  may  be  created  by 
nther  additional  bequests  or  under  other  conditions. 

Whenever  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  shall  receive  from  the  United  States  of  America,  the  State  of  California,  or  from 
my  public  or  semi-public  agency,  or  from  any  private  person,  firm  or  corporation,  any  moneys,  or  property  to  be  converted  into 
noney,  the  Controller  shall  set  up  on  the  books  of  his  office  a  special  fund  or  account  evidencing  the  said  moneys  so  received  and 
specifying  the  purposes  for  which  they  have  been  received  and  for  which  they  are  held,  which  said  account  or  fund  shall  be  main- 
ained  by  the  said  Controller  as  long  as  any  portion  of  said  moneys  remains  unexpended. 

The  expenditures  necessary  from  said  fund  or  said  account  created  as  herein  provided,  in  order  to  carry  out  the  purpose  for  which 
aid  moneys  have  been  received  or  for  which  said  account  is  being  maintained,  shall  be  approved  by  the  Controller  and  said  ex- 
>enditures  are  hereby  appropriated  in  accordance  with  the  terms  and  conditions  under  which  said  moneys  have  been  received  by  the 
pity  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  and  in  accordance  with  the  conditions  under  which  said  fund  is  maintained. 

Section  8.  The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  set  up  appropriations  for  refunding  amounts  deposited  in  the 
reasury  in  excess  of  amounts  due. 

Section  9.  The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  prescribe  the  method  to  be  used  in  making  payments  for  inter- 
epartmental  services  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  77  of  the  Charter. 

Section  10.  The  term  "department"  as  used  in  this  ordinance  shall  mean  department,  bureau,  office,  utility,  board  or  commis- 
ion,  as  the  case  may  be.  The  term  "department  head"  as  used  herein  shall  be  as  defined  in  Section  20  of  the  Charter. 

Section  11.  The  several  amounts  of  estimated  receipts  herein  appropriated,  and  each  fund  or  department  to  which  such  appro- 
bation is  made,  are  as  follows:

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ANNUAL  APPROPRIATION  ORDINANCE  1941-1942 


BILL  No.  1253,  Ordinance  No.  1198  (Series  of  1939),  as  follows: 

AN  ORDINANCE  APPROPRIATING  ALL  ESTIMATED  RECEIPTS  AND 
ALL  ESTIMATED  EXPENDITURES  FOR  THE  CITY  AND  COUNTY  OP 
SAN  FRANCISCO  FOR  THE  FISCAL  YEAR  ENDING  JUNE  30,  1942. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  several  amounts  of  estimated  receipts,  income  and  revenue  enumerated  herein  are  hereby  provided  for  and  ap- 
propriated to  the  several  funds  or  departments  indicated  in  this  ordinance  for  the  purpose  of  meeting  appropriations  herein  provided. 

Section  2.  The  several  amounts  of  proposed  expenditure  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1942,  are  hereby  appropriated  to 
the  several  funds  or  departments  as  enumerated  herein.  Each  department  for  which  an  expenditure  appropriation  is  herein  made 
is  hereby  authorized  to  use  the  amount  of  moneys  so  appropriated  for  the  purposes  specified  in  this  appropriation  ordinance,  in  the 
manner  provided  by  law. 

Section  3.  The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  set  up  appropriate  accounts  for  the  items  of  receipts  and  expendi 
tures  appropriated  herein. 

Where  revenues  for  any  fund  or  department  are  herein  provided  by  transfer  from  any  other  fund  or  department,  or  where  a  dut>| 
or  a  performance  has  been  transferred  from  one  department  to  another,  the  Controller  is  authorized  to  make  the  necessary  transfer;! 
provided  further,  that  where  revenues  for  any  fund  or  department  are  herein  provided  by  transfer  from  any  other  fund  or  departmen 
in  consideration  of  departmental  services  to  be  rendered,  in  no  event  shall  such  transfer  of  revenue  be  made  in  excess  of  the  actua 
cost  of  such  service;  provided  further  that  in  no  event  shall  transfers  from  utility  surplus  exceed  the  limitations  set  forth  in  Sectio^ 
129  of  the  Charter. 

The  Controller  shall  make  available  for  expenditure  the  amount  of  actual  receipts  for  items  of  proposed  expenditures  that  ar 
designated  herein  as  appropriated  for  Symphony  Concerts,  Collection  of  Rents  (Real  Estate  Department),  Tearing  Up  Streets,  Ii 
spection  Fees   (Engineering),  Advertising  Fees   (Engineering),  and  Camp  Mather  (Recreation  Department). 

In  connection  with  the  operation  of  Camp  Mather  (Recreation  Department)  the  Controller  is  authorized  to  establish  an  accour 
for  depositing  revenues  which  are  applicable  to  the  ensuing  fiscal  year;  said  revenues  shall  be  carried  forward  and  become  a  pai 
of  the  funds  available  for  appropriation  in  said  ensuing  fiscal  year. 

Section  4.  The  several  items  of  expenditures  herein  appropriated,  being  based  on  estimated  receipts,  income  or  revenues  whic 
may  not  be  fully  realized,  it  shall  be  incumbent  upon  the  Controller  to  establish  a  schedule  of  allotments,  monthly  or  quarterly  n 
he  may  determine,  under  which  the  sums  appropriated  to  the  several  departments  shall  be  expended.  The  Controller  shall  revise  sue 
revenue  estimates  monthly.  If  such  revised  estimates  indicate  a  shortage  the  Controller  shall  hold  in  reserve  an  equivalent  amoui 
of  the  corresponding  expenditure  appropriations  set  forth  herein  until  the  collection  of  the  amounts  as  originally  estimated  is  a 
sured,  and  in  all  cases  where  it  is  provided  by  the  Charter  that  a  specified  or  minimum  tax  shall  be  levied  for  any  department  tl 
amount  of  such  appropriation  herein  provided  derived  from  taxes  shall  not  exceed  the  amount  actually  produced  by  the  levy  mac 
for  said  department.  The  Controller  in  issuing  warrants  or  in  certifying  contracts  or  purchase  orders  or  other  encumbrances  pu 
suant  to  Section  86  of  the  Charter,  shall  consider  only  the  allotted  portions  of  appropriation  items  to  be  available  for  encumbranj 
or  expenditure  and  shall  not  approve  the  incurring  of  liability  under  any  allotment  in  excess  of  the  amount  of  such  allotment.  I 
case  of  emergency  or  unusual  circumstances  which  could  not  be  anticipated  at  the  time  of  apportionment,  an  additional  allotme:  | 
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or  a  period  may  be  made  on  the  recommendation  of  the  department  head  and  that  of  the  Chief  Administrative  Officer,  board  or 
ommission,  and  the  approval  of  the  Controller.  After  the  allotment  schedule  has  been  established  or  fixed,  as  heretofore  provided, 
t  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  department  or  officer  to  expend  or  cause  to  be  expended  a  sum  greater  than  the  amount  set  forth  for 
he  particular  activity  in  the  said  allotment  schedule  so  established,  unless  an  additional  allotment  is  made,  as  herein  provided. 

Allotments,  liabilities  incurred  and  expenditures  made  under  expenditure  appropriations  herein  enumerated  shall  in  no  case  ex- 
:eed  the  amount  of  each  such  appropriation,  unless  the  same  shall  have  been  increased  by  supplemental  appropriations  made  in 
he  manner  provided  by  Sections  79  and  80  of  the  Charter,  or  by  transfer  as  provided  by  Sections  77  and  90  of  the  Charter. 

Section  5.  Where  appropriations  are  made  for  specific  projects  or  purposes  which  may  involve  the  payment  of  salaries  or  wages, 
he  head  of  the  department  to  which  such  appropriations  are  made,  or  the  head  of  a  department  authorized  by  contract  or  interde- 
>artmental  order  to  make  expenditures  from  each  such  appropriation,  shall  file  with  the  Controller,  when  requested,  an  estimate  of  the 
imount  of  any  such  expenditures  to  be  made  during  the  ensuing  period. 

Section  6.  Liabilities  incurred  and  expenditures  made  for  permanent  employments  shall  in  no  case  exceed  the  number  of  and 
;he  salary  or  wage  for,  employments  in  each  class  as  enumerated  in  the  Annual  Salary  Ordinance,  except  as  additional  employments 
nay  be  authorized  under  the  provisions  of  the  Charter. 

The  Controller  and  the  Civil  Service  Commission  shall  be  immediately  notified  of  a  vacancy  occurring  in  a  position  established  in 
he  Annual  Salary  Ordinance  and  appointing  officers  shall  not  make  appointments  to  such  vacancies  until  the  Controller  shall  certify 
.hat  funds  are  available  for  the  compensation  of  the  appointee,  and  the  Mayor  shall  approve  the  appointment. 

Appointing  officers  shall  not  make  appointments  to  seasonable  or  temporary  positions  until  the  Controller  shall  certify  that  funds 
ire  available  and  until  the  Civil  Service  Commission  shall  verify  the  legality  of  the  position  and  compensation. 

Appointments  to  seasonable  or  temporary  positions  shall  not  exceed  the  term  for  which  the  Controller  has  certified  the  availability 
>f  funds.  —  -wjiej9aeas*i| 

Section  7.  The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  continue  the  existing  Special,  Trust  Funds  and  Reserves  and  the 
eceipts  in  and  expenditures  from  each  such  fund  are  hereby  appropriated  in  accordance  with  law  and  the  conditions  under  which  each 
uch  fund  was  established. 

The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  set  up  additional  Special,  Trust  Funds  and  Reserves,  as  they  may  be  created  by 
ither  additional  bequests  or  under  other  conditions. 

Whenever  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  shall  receive  from  the  United  States  of  America,  the  State  of  California,  or  from 
ny  public  or  semi-public  agency,  or  from  any  private  person,  firm  or  corporation,  any  moneys,  or  property  to  be  converted  into 
mney,  the  Controller  shall  set  up  on  the  books  of  his  office  a  special  fund  or  account  evidencing  the  said  moneys  so  received  and 
pecifying  the  purposes  for  which  they  have  been  received  and  for  which  they  are  held,  which  said  account  or  fund  shall  be  main- 
lined by  the  said  Controller  as  long  as  any  portion  of  said  moneys  remains  unexpended. 

The  expenditures  necessary  from  said  fund  or  said  account  created  as  herein  provided,  in  order  to  carry  out  the  purpose  for  which 
id  moneys  have  been  received  or  for  which  said  account  is  being  maintained,  shall  be  approved  by  the  Controller  and  said  ex- 
■nditures  are  hereby  appropriated  in  accordance  with  the  terms  and  conditions  under  which  said  moneys  have  been  received  by  the 
ity  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  and  in  accordance  with  the  conditions  under  which  said  fund  is  maintained. 

Section  8.  The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  set  up  appropriations  for  refunding  amounts  deposited  in  the 
easury  in  excess  of  amounts  due. 

Section  9.  The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  prescribe  the  method  to  be  used  in  making  payments  for  inter- 
epartmental  services  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  77  of  the  Charter. 

Section  10.  The  term  "department"  as  used  in  this  ordinance  shall  mean  department,  bureau,  office,  utility,  board  or  commis- 
on,  as  the  case  may  be.  The  term  "department  head"  as  used  herein  shall  be  as  defined  in  Section  20  of  the  Charter.

The  several  amounts  of  proposed  expenditure  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1943,  are  hereby  appropriated  to 
e  everal  funds  or  departments  as  enumerated  herein.  Each  department  for  which  an  expenditure  appropriation  is  herein  made 
l'.'eby  authorized  to  use  the  amount  of  moneys  so  appropriated  for  the  purposes  specified  in  this  appropriation  ordinance,  in  the 
mer  provided  by  law. 

ection  3.  The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  set  up  appropriate  accounts  for  the  items  of  receipts  and  expendi- 
ire appropriated  herein. 

rhere  revenues  for  any  fund  or  department  are  herein  provided  by  transfer  from  any  other  fund  or  department,  or  where  a  duty 
'  aierformance  has  been  transferred  from  one  department  to  another,  the  Controller  is  authorized  to  make  the  necessary  transfer; 
•owed  further,  that  where  revenues  for  any  fund  or  department  are  herein  provided  by  transfer  from  any  other  fund  or  department 
cisideration  of  departmental  services  to  be  rendered,  in  no  event  shall  such  transfer  of  revenue  be  made  in  excess  of  the  actual 
>stjf  such  service;  provided  further  that  in  no  event  shall  transfers  from  utility  surplus  exceed  the  limitations  set  forth  in  Section 
the  Charter. 

■  he  Controller  shall  make  available  for  expenditure  the  amount  of  actual  receipts  for  items  of  proposed  expenditures  that  are 
*igated-  herein  as  appropriated  for  Collection  of  Rents  (Real  Estate  Department),  Tearing  Up  Streets,  Inspection  Fees  (Engineer- 
g),i\dvertising  Fees  (Engineering),  and  Camp  Mather  (Recreation  Department). 

I  connection  with  the  operation  of  Camp  Mather  (Recreation  Department)  the  Controller  is  authorized  to  establish  an  account 
d'ositing  revenues  which  are  applicable  to  the  ensuing  fiscal  year;  said  revenues  shall  be  carried  forward  and  become  a  part 
th;  funds  available  for  appropriation  in  said  ensuing  fiscal  year. 
S-tion  4.   The  several  items  of  expenditures  herein  appropriated,  being  based  on  estimated  receipts,  income  or  revenues  which 
iyUt  be  fully  realized,  it  shall  be  incumbent  upon  the  Controller  to  establish  a  schedule  of  allotments,  monthly  or  quarterly  as 
determine,  under  which  the  sums  appropriated  to  the  several  departments  shall  be  expended.

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ANNUAL  APPROPRIATION  ORDINANCE  19434944 

BILL  NO.  2268,  ORDINANCE  NO.  2136  (Series  of  1939),  as  follows: 

AN  ORDINANCE  APPROPRIATING  ALL  ESTIMATED  RECEIPTS  AND 
ALL  ESTIMATED  EXPENDITURES  FOR  THE  CITY  AND  COUNTY  OF 
SAN  FRANCISCO  FOR  THE  FISCAL  YEAR  ENDING  JUNE  30,  1944. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  several  amounts  of  estimated  receipts,  income  and  revenue  enumerated  herein  are  hereby  provided  foi 
appropriated  to  the  several  funds  or  departments  indicated  in  this  ordinance  for  the  purpose  of  meeting  appropriations  herein 
vided. 

Section  2.    The  several  amounts  of  proposed  expenditure  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1944,  are  hereby  appropriat 
the  several  funds  and  departments  as  enumerated  herein.   Each  department  for  which  an  expenditure  appropriation  is  herein 
is  hereby  authorized  to  use,  in  the  manner  provided  by  law,  the  amounts  so  appropriated  for  the  purposes  specified  in  this  abr 
priation  ordinance. 

Section  3.    The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  set  up  appropriate  accounts  for  the  items  of  receipts  au 
penditures  appropriated  herein. 

Where  revenues  for  any  fund  or  department  are  herein  provided  by  transfer  from  any  other  fund  or  department,  or  wh 
duty  or  a  performance  has  been  transferred  from  one  department  to  another,  the  Controller  is  authorized  to  make  the  nece 
transfer;  provided  further,  that  where  revenues  for  any  fund  or  dspartment  are  herein  provided  by  transfer  from  any  other  fu 
department  in  consideration  of  departmental  services  to  be  render  3d,  in  no  event  shall  such  transfer  of  revenue  be  made  in  exe 
the  actual  cost  of  such  service;  provided  further,  that  in  no  evont  shall  transfers  from  utility  surplus  exceed  the  limitatioi 
forth  in  Section  129  of  the  Charter. 

The  Controller  shall  make  available  for  expenditure  the  amount  of  actual  receipts  for  items  of  proposed  expenditures  thi 
designated  herein  as  appropriated  for  Collection  of  Rents  (Real  Estate  Department),  Tearing  Up  Streets,  Inspection  Fees  ( 
neering),  Advertising  Fees  (Engineering),  Camp  Mather  (Recreation  Department),  and  War  Memorial  Reserve  Fund  (in  a<ord 
ance  with  Ordinance  125,  Series  of  1939). 

In  connection  with  the  operation  of  Camp  Mather  (Recreation  Department)  the  Controller  is  authorized  to  establish  an  acj 
for  depositing  revenues  which  are  applicable  to  the  ensuing  fiscal  year;  said  revenues  shall  be  carried  forward  and  becc  i 
part  of  the  funds  available  for  appropriation  in  said  ensuing  fiscal  year. 

Section  4.  The  several  items  of  expenditures  herein  appropriated,  being  based  on  estimated  receipts,  income  or  revenues 
may  not  be  fully  realized,  it  shall  be  incumbent  upon  the  Controller  to  establish  a  schedule  of  allotments,  monthly  or  quarte 
he  may  determine,  under  which  the  sums  appropriated  to  the  several  departments  shall  be  expended.  The  Controller  shall 
such  revenue  estimates  monthly.  If  such  revised  estimates  indicate  a  shortage  the  Controller  shall  hold  in  reserve  an  equi 
amount  of  the  corresponding  expenditure  appropriations  set  forth  herein  until  the  collection  of  the  amounts  as  originally  esti 
is  assured,  and  in  all  cases  where  it  is  provided  by  the  Charter  that  a  specified  or  minimum  tax  shall  be  levied  for  any  depar 
the  amount  of  such  appropriation  herein  provided  derived  from  taxes  shall  not  exceed  the  amount  actually  produced  byth<| 
made  for  such  department.    The  Controller  in  issuing  warrants  or  in  certifying  contracts  or  purchase  orders  or  other  encumb 
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uant  to  Section  86  of  the  Charter,  shall  consider  only  the  allotted  portions  of  appropriation  items  to  be  available  for  encum- 
ice  or  expenditure  and  shall  not  approve  the  incurring  of  liability  under  any  allotment  in  excess  of  the  amount  of  such  allot- 
t.  In  case  of  emergency  or  unusual  circumstances  which  could  not  be  anticipated  at  the  time  of  apportionment,  an  additional 
ment  for  a  period  may  be  made  on  the  recommendation  of  the  department  head  and  that  of  the  Chief  Administrative  Officer, 
d  or  commission,  and  the  approval  of  the  Controller.  After  the  allotment  schedule  has  been  established  or  fixed,  as  heretofore 
ided,  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  department  or  officer  to  expend  or  cause  to  be  expended  a  sum  greater  than  the  amount  set 
l  for  the  particular  activity  in  the  said  allotment  schedule  so  established,  unless  an  additional  allotment  is  made,  as  herein  pro- 
d. 

Allotments,  liabilities  incurred  and  expenditures  made  under  expenditure  appropriations  herein  enumerated  shall  in  no  case 
ed  the  amount  of  each  such  appropriation,  unless  the  same  shall  have  been  increased  by  supplemental  appropriations  made  in 
manner  provided  by  Sections  79  and  80  of  the  Charter,  or  by  transfer  as  provided  by  Sections  77  and  90  of  the  Charter. 
The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  to  establish  reserves  for  the  purpose  of  providing  funds  for  adjustments  in  connection  with 
liquidation  of  encumbrances,  and  such  reserves  shall  remain  in  existence  until  the  purposes  for  which  they  have  been  set  aside 
;  been  accomplished. 

Section  5.  Where  appropriations  are  made  for  specific  projec  ts  or  purposes  which  may  involve  the  payment  of  salaries  or  wages, 
head  of  the  department  to  which  such  appropriations  are  made," or  the  head  of  a  department  authorized  by  contract  or  interde- 
mental  order  to  make  expenditures  from  each  such  appropriation,  shall  file  with  the  Controller,  when  requested,  an  estimate  of 
imount  of  any  such  expenditures  to  be  made  during  the  ensuing  period. 

Section  6.  The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  prescribe  the  method  to  be  used  in  making  payments  for 
•departmental  services  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  77  of  the  Charter,  and  to  provide  for  the  establishment  of 
(•departmental  reserves  which  may  be  required  to  pay  for  future  obligations  which  result  from  current  performances.  When- 
1  in  the  judgment  of  the  Controller,  the  amounts  which  have  been  set  aside  for  such  purposes  are  no  longer  required,  or  are  in 
'ss  of  the  amount  which  is  then  currently  estimated  to  be  required,  the  Controller  shall  transfer  the  unrequired  amount  to  the 
impropriated  balance  of  the  particular  fund  of  which  the  reserve  is  a  part.  Provided  further  that  no  expenditure  shall  be  made 
iiutlay  purposes  from  any  interdepartmental  reserve  without  specific  appropriation  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors.

ANNUAL  APPROPRIATION  ORDINANCE  1944-1945 

BILL  NO.  2885,  ORDINANCE  NO.  2750  (Series  of  1939),  as  follows: 

AN  ORDINANCE  APPROPRIATING  ALL  ESTIMATED  RECEIPTS  AND 
ALL  ESTIMATED  EXPENDITURES  FOR  THE  CITY  AND  COUNTY  OF 
SAN  FRANCISCO  FOR  THE  FISCAL  YEAR  ENDING  JUNE  30,  1945. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  several  amounts  of  estimated  receipts,  income  and  revenue  enumerated  herein  are  hereby  appropriated  to  the 
several  funds  and  departments  indicated  in  this  ordinance  for  the  purpose  of  meeting  appropriations  herein  provided. 

Section  2.  The  several  amounts  of  proposed  expenditure  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1945,  are  hereby  appropriated  to 
the  several  funds  and  departments  as  enumerated  herein.  Each  department  for  which  an  expenditure  appropriation  is  herein  made 
is  hereby  authorized  to  use,  in  the  manner  provided  by  law,  the  amounts  so  appropriated  for  the  purposes  specified  in  this  appro- 
priation ordinance. 

Section  3.  The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  set  up  appropriate  accounts  for  the  items  of  receipts  and  ex- 
penditures appropriated  herein. 

Where  revenues  for  any  fund  or  department  are  herein  provided  by  transfer  from  any  other  fund  or  department,  or  where  a 
duty  or  a  performance  has  been  transferred  from  one  department  to  another,  the  Controller  is  authorized  to  make  the  necessary 
transfer;  provided  further,  that  where  revenues  for  any  fund  or  department  are  herein  provided  by  transfer  from  any  other  fund  or 
department  in  consideration  of  departmental  services  to  be  rendered,  in  no  event  shall  such  transfer  of  revenue  be  made  in  excess  of 
the  actual  cost  of  such  service;  provided  further,  that  in  no  event  shall  transfers  from  utility  surplus  exceed  the  limitations  set 
forth  in  Section  129  of  the  Charter. 

The  Controller  shall  make  available  for  expenditure  the  amount  of  actual  receipts  for  items  of  proposed  expenditures  that  are 
designated  herein  as  appropriated  for  Collection  of  Rents  (Real  Estate  Department),  Tearing  Up  Streets,  Inspection  Fees  (Engi- 
neering), Advertising  Fees  (Engineering),  Camp  Mather  (Recreation  Department),  and  War  Memorial  Reserve  Fund  (in  accord- 
ance with  Ordinance  125,  Series  of  1939). 

In  connection  with  the  operation  of  Camp  Mather  (Recreation  Department)  the  Controller  is  authorized  to  establish  an  account 
tor  depositing  revenues  which  are  applicable  to  the  ensuing  fiscal  year;  said  revenues  shall  be  carried  forward  and  become  a 
part  of  the  funds  available  for  appropriation  in  said  ensuing  fiscal  year. 

Section  4.  The  several  items  of  expenditures  herein  appropriated,  being  based  on  estimated  receipts,  income  or  revenues  which 
may  not  be  fully  realized,  it  shall  be  incumbent  upon  the  Controller  to  establish  a  schedule  of  allotments,  monthly  or  quarterly  as 
he  may  determine,  under  which  the  sums  appropriated  to  the  several  departments  shall  be  expended.  The  Controller  shall  revise 
such  revenue  estimates  monthly.  If  such  revised  estimates  indicate  a  shortage  the  Controller  shall  hold  in  reserve  an  equivalent 
amount  of  the  corresponding  expenditure  appropriations  set  forth  herein  until  the  collection  of  the  amounts  as  originally  estimated 
is  assured,  and  in  all  cases  where  it  is  provided  by  the  Charter  that  a  specified  or  minimum  tax  shall  be  levied  for  any  department 
the  amount  of  such  appropriation  herein  provided  derived  from  taxes  shall  not  exceed  the  amount  actually  produced  by  the  levy 
made  for  such  department.   The  Controller  in  issuing  warrants  or  in  certifying  contracts  or  purchase  orders  or  other  encumbrances 
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pursuant  to  Section  86  of  the  Charter,  shall  consider  only  the  allotted  portions  of  appropriation  items  to  be  available  for  encum 
brance  or  expenditure  and  shall  not  approve  the  incurring  of  liability  under  any  allotment  in  excess  of  the  amount  of  such  allot 
ment.  In  case  of  emergency  or  unusual  circumstances  which  could  not  be  anticipated  at  the  time  of  apportionment,  an  additional 
allotment  for  a  period  may  be  made  on  the  recommendation  of  the  department  head  and  that  of  the  Chief  Administrative  Officer 
board  or  commission,  and  the  approval  of  the  Controller.  After  the  allotment  schedule  has  been  established  or  fixed,  as  heretofon 
provided,  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  department  or  officer  to  expend  or  cause  to  be  expended  a  sum  greater  than  the  amount  se 
forth  for  the  particular  activity  in  the  said  allotment  schedule  so  established,  unless  an  additional  allotment  is  made,  as  herein  pre 
vided. 

Allotments,  liabilities  incurred  and  expenditures  made  under  expenditure  appropriations  herein  enumerated  shall  in  no  cas 
exceed  the  amount  of  each  such  appropriation,  unless  the  same  shall  have  been  increased  by  supplemental  appropriations  made  i: 
the  manner  provided  by  Sections  79  and  80  of  the  Charter,  or  by  transfer  as  provided  by  Sections  77  and  90  of  the  Charter. 

The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  to  establish  reserves  for  the  purpose  of  providing  funds  for  adjustments  in  connection  wit 
the  liquidation  of  encumbrances,  and  such  reserves  shall  remain  in  existence  until  the  purposes  for  which  they  have  been  set  asid 
have  been  accomplished. 

Section  5.  Where  appropriations  are  made  for  specific  projects  or  purposes  which  may  involve  the  payment  of  salaries  or  wage 
the  head  of  the  department  to  which  such  appropriations  are  made,  or  the  head  of  a  department  authorized  by  contract  or  interd 
partmental  order  to  make  expenditures  from  each  such  appropriation,  shall  file  with  the  Controller,  when  requested,  an  estimate  i 
the  amount  of  any  such  expenditures  to  be  made  during  the  ensuing  period. 

Section  6.  The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  prescribe  the  method  to  be  used  in  making  payments  fi 
interdepartmental  services  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  77  of  the  Charter,  and  to  provide  for  the  establishment 
interdepartmental  reserves  which  may  be  required  to  pay  for  future  obligations  which  result  from  current  performances.  Whe 
ever,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Controller,  the  amounts  which  have  been  set  aside  for  such  purposes  are  no  longer  required,  or  are 
excess  of  the  amount  which  is  then  currently  estimated  to  be  required,  the  Controller  shall  transfer  the  unrequired  amount  to  t! 
unappropriated  balance  of  the  particular  fund  of  which  the  reserve  is  a  part.  Provided  further  that  no  expenditure  shall  be  mai 
for  outlay  purposes  from  any  interdepartmental  reserve  without  specific  appropriation  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

Section  7.  Appointing  officers  shall  not  make  appointments  to  any  position  until  the  Controller  shall  certify  that  funds  a) 
available. 

Appointments  to  seasonable  or  temporary  positions  shall  not  exceed  the  term  for  which  the  Controller  has  certified  the  avs- 
ability  of  funds. 

The  Controller  shall  be  immediately  notified  of  a  vacancy  occ  urring  in  any  position. 

Employees  shall  not  be  permitted  to  work  overtime  unless  funds  are  available  to  pay  for  such  overtime  at  the  rates  establisld 
or  unless  an  actual  emergency  exists  as  provided  by  law. 

Section  8.    Surpluses  existing  in  appropriations  herein  made  for  personal  services  shall  be  transferred  by  the  Controller  ti  a 
"Compensation  Reserve"  in  the  fund  of  which  the  appropriation  is  a  part. 
Each  "Compensation  Reserve"  is  appropriated  for  the  following  purposes: 

For  adjusting  the  provision  for  the  compensation  of  an  office  or  a  position  wherein  the  amount  provided  for 
such  compensation  is  not  sufficient  to  pay  the  officer  or  employee  returning  to  such  office  or  position  from  mili- 
tary or  war  leave  the  compensation  said  officer  or  employee  is  legally  entitled  to  receive. 

For  providing  the  compensation  for  an  office  or  a  position  wherein  provision  has  not  been  otherwise  made  to 
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pay  an  officer  or  employee  returning  from  military  or  war  leave  to  a  regularly  established  office  or  position  the  com- 
pensation said  officer  or  employee  is  legally  entitled  to  receive. 

For  adjusting  the  provision  for  the  compensation  of  an  office  or  a  position  wherein  the  amount  provided  for 
such  compensation  is  not  sufficient  to  pay  the  officer  or  employee  promoted  or  transferred  to  said  office  or  position 
the  compensation  said  officer  or  employee  is  legally  entitled  to  receive. 
Such  amounts  as  may  be  required  to  carry  out  the  above  provision  shall  be  transferred  by  the  Controller  to  the  related  appro- 
riations  upon  the  request  of  the  department  head  concerned  and  that  of  the  Chief  Administrative  Officer,  board  or  commission 
Dr  departments  under  their  respective  jurisdiction. 

Each  such  request  shall  require  the  prior  approval  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Civil  Service  Commission. 
No  such  transfer  shall  be  made  from  one  fund  to  another. 

Surpluses  existing  in  "Compensation  Reserve"  may  also  be  used  for  the  making  of  appropriation  for  other  compensation 
equirements  in  the  manner  provided  by  Charter. 

Section  9.  The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  continue  the  existing  Special  and  Trust  Funds,  Revolving  Funds, 
ad  reserves  and  the  receipts  in  and  expenditures  from  each  such  fund  are  hereby  appropriated  in  accordance  with  law  and  the 
DEditions  under  which  each  such  fund  was  established. 

The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  set  up  additional  Special  and  Trust  Funds  and  reserves,  as  they  may  be 
eated  by  either  additional  bequests  or  under  other  conditions. 

Whenever  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  shall  receive  for  a  special  purpose  from  the  United  States  of  America,  the 
tate  of  California,  or  from  any  public  or  semi-public  agency,  or  from  any  private  person,  firm  or  corporation,  any  moneys,  or 
roperty  to  be  converted  into  money,  the  Controller  shall  set  up  on  the  books  of  his  office  a  special  fund  or  account  evidencing  the 
lid  moneys  so  received  and  specifying  the  special  purposes  for  which  they  have  been  received  and  for  which  they  are  held,  which 
lid  account  or  fund  shall  be  maintained  by  the  said  Controller  as  long  as  any  portion  of  said  moneys  or  property  remains. 

Each  Department  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  which  in  the  normal  operations  under  its  powers  and  duties  is  by  law 
nd  upon  deposit  of  moneys  by  persons,  firms,  or  corporations  authorized  to  perform  certain  services  for  and  at  the  cost  and  expense 
f  said  persons,  firms,  or  corporations,  is  hereby  authorized  to  perform  similar  services  for  the  United  States  of  America,  the  State 
f  California,  or  any  division  or  agency  of  either,  upon  receipt  of  a  legal  and  proper  order  or  contract  to  pay  to  the  City  and  County 
f  San  Francisco  the  full  cost  and  expense  of  performing  the  required  services  upon  completion  thereof.  City  owned  public  utilities 
lay  with  the  approval  of  the  Controller  perform  such  services  for  privately  owned  public  utilities  in  the  manner  provided  in  this 
aragraph. 

The  expenditures  necessary  from  said  funds  or  said  accounts  as  created  herein,  in  order  to  carry  out  the  purpose  for  which 
ud  moneys  or  orders  have  been  received  or  for  which  said  accounts  are  being  maintained,  shall  be  approved  by  the  Controller  and 
lid  expenditures  are  hereby  appropriated  in  accordance  with  the  terms  and  conditions  under  which  said  moneys  or  orders  have  been 
iceived  by  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  and  in  accordance  with  the  conditions  under  which  said  funds  are  maintained. 

Section  10.  The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  set  up  appropriations  for  refunding  amounts  deposited  in  the 
easury  in  excess  of  amounts  due. 

Section  11.  Monies  which  are  appropriated  during  the  fiscal  year  from  the  Emergency  Reserve  Fund  to  departments,  offices 
funds  shall  be  construed  only  as  estimates  of  such  requirements.  The  Controller  shall,  upon  the  determination  of  the  actual 

;quirement,  return  to  the  Emergency  Reserve  Fund  that  portion  of  the  appropriation  which  is  not  actually  required  for  the  stated 

nergency. 
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Prior  to  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  the  Controller  shall  transfer  to  Emergency  Reserve  Fund  from  any  ayailable  balance  i 
the  appropriations  of  any  department,  office  or  fund  the  amount  such  department,  office  or  fund  has  received  as  an  appropriate 
from  the  Emergency  Reserve  Fund  or  as  much  thereof  as  is  available  for  transfer. 

Section  12.  The  funds  provided  herein  for  compensating  the  members  of  the  uniformed  force  of  the  Fire  Department  sha 
be  used  to  pay  the  compensations  as  established  by  Sections  36  and  38.1  of  the  Charter  as  amended  by  the  addition  of  Section  36 
(approved  by  the  voters  at  the  election  of  May  16,  1944)  and  these  funds  shall  be  supplemented  by  appropriation  at  the  time  tl 
tax  is  levied  to  support  this  ordinance  by  an  amount  which,  together  with  the  amounts  herein  provided  in  Appropriations  No 
410.110.01  and  410.110.02,  will  be  sufficient  to  pay  the  compensations  hereinabove  enumerated  for  the  fiscal  year  1944-45. 

Authorization  is  hereby  granted  to  pay  the  revised  compensation  effective  as  of  July  1,  1944,  provided  that  said  amendme: 
has  been  ratified  prior  to  that  date  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  California. 

In  the  event  that  ratification  is  at  a  later  date,  this  authorization  shall  become  effective  within  fifteen  days  after  the  date 
its  ratification. 

Section  13.  The  term  "department"  as  used  in  this  ordinance  shall  mean  department,  bureau,  office,  utility,  board  or  comm: 
sion,  as  the  case  may  be.    The  term  "department  head"  as  used  herein  shall  be  as  defined  in  Section  20  of  the  Charter. 

Section  14.  The  several  amounts  of  estimated  receipts  herein  appropriated,  and  each  fund  or  department  to  which  such  appi 
priation  is  made,  are  as  follows:

ANNUAL  APPROPRIATION  ORDINANCE  1945-1946 

L  NO.  3461,  ORDINANCE  NO.  3292  (Series  of  1939),  as  follows: 

AN  ORDINANCE  APPROPRIATING  ALL  ESTIMATED  RECEIPTS  AND 
ALL  ESTIMATED  EXPENDITURES  FOR  THE  CITY  AND  COUNTY  OF 
SAN  FRANCISCO  FOR  THE  FISCAL  YEAR  ENDING  JUNE  30,  1946. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  several  amounts  of  estimated  receipts,  income  and  revenue  enumerated  herein  are  hereby  appropriated 
le  several  funds  and  departments  indicated  in  this  ordinance  for  the  purpose  of  meeting  appropriations  herein  provided. 
Section  2.  The  several  amounts  of  proposed  expenditure  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1946,  are  hereby  appropriated 
le  several  funds  and  departments  as  enumerated  herein.  Each  department  for  which  an  expenditure  appropriation  is 
in  made  is  hereby  authorized  to  use,  in  the  manner  provided  by  law,  the  amounts  so  appropriated  for  the  purposes  speci- 
in  this  appropriation  ordinance. 

Section  3.  The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  set  up  appropriate  accounts  for  the  items  of  receipts  and 
mditures  appropriated  herein. 

Where  revenues  for  any  fund  or  department  are  herein  provided  by  transfer  from  any  other  fund  or  department,  or  where 
ity  or  a  performance  has  been  transferred  from  one  department  to  another,  the  Controller  is  authorized  and  directed  to 
:e  the  necessary  transfer;  provided  further,  that  where  revenues  for  any  fund  or  department  are  herein  provided  by  trans- 
Erom  any  other  fund  or  department  in  consideration  of  departmental  services  to  be  rendered,  in  no  event  shall  such  transfer 
svenue  be  made  in  excess  of  the  actual  cost  of  such  service;  provided  further,  that  in  no  event  shall  transfers  from  utility 
ilus  exceed  the  limitations  set  forth  in  Section  129  of  the  Charter. 

The  Controller  shall  make  available  for  expenditure  the  amount  of  actual  receipts  for  items  of  proposed  expenditures  that 
designated  herein  as  appropriated  for  Collection  of  Rents  (Real  Estate  Department),  Tearing  Up  Streets,  Inspection  Fees 
gineering),  Advertising  Fees  (Engineering),  Camp  Mather  (Recreation  Department),  and  War  Memorial  Reserve  Fund 
accordance  with  Ordinance  125,  Series  of  1939). 

In  connection  with  the  operation  of  Camp  Mather  (Recreation  Department)  the  Controller  is  authorized  to  establish  an 
junt  for  depositing  revenues  which  are  applicable  to  the  ensuing  fiscal  year;  said  revenues  shall  be  carried  forward  and 
me  a  part  of  the  funds  availible  for  appropriation  in  said  ensuing  fiscal  year. 

j  Section  4.  The  several  items  of  expenditures  herein  appropriated,  being  based  on  estimated  receipts,  income  or  revenues 
m  may  not  be  fully  realized,  it  shall  be  incumbent  upon  the  Controller  to  establish  a  schedule  of  allotments,  monthly  or 
Iterly  as  he  may  determine,  under  which  the  sums  appropriated  to  the  several  departments  shall  be  expended.  The 
(.roller  shall  revise  such  revenue  estimates  monthly.  If  such  revised  estimates  indicate  a  shortage  the  Controller  shall  hold 
liserve  an  equivalent  amount  of  the  corresponding  expenditure  appropriations  set  forth  herein  until  the  collection  of  the 
pnts  as  originally  estimated  is  assured,  and  in  all  cases  where  it  is  provided  by  the  Charter  that  a  specified  or  minimum 
(shall  be  levied  for  any  department  the  amount  of  such  appropriation  herein  provided  derived  from  taxes  shall  not  exceed 
(amount  actually  produced  by  the  levy  made  for  such  department.  The  Controller  in  issuing  warrants  or  in  certifying  con- 
is  or  purchase  orders  or  other  encumbrances  pursuant  to  Section  86  of  the  Charter,  shall  consider  only  the  allotted  portions 
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of  appropriation  items  to  be  available  for  encumbrance  or  expenditure  and  shall  not  approve  the  incurring  of  liability  und 
any  allotment  in  excess  of  the  amount  of  such  allotment.  In  case  of  emergency  or  unusual  circumstances  which  could  not  l1 
anticipated  at  the  time  of  apportionment,  an  additional  allotment  for  a  period  may  be  made  on  the  recommendation  of  tl 
department  -head  and  that  of  the  Chief  Administrative  Officer,  board  or  commission,  and  the  approval  of  the  Controller.  Aft 
the  allotment  schedule  has  been  established  or  fixed,  as  heretofore  provided,  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  department  or  offic 
to  expend  or  cause  to  be  expended  a  sum  greater  than  the  amount  set  forth  for  the  particular  activity  in  the  said  allotme 
schedule  so  established,  unless  an  additional  allotment  is  made,  as  herein  provided. 

Allotments,  liabilities  incurred  and  expenditures  made  under  expenditure  appropriations  herein  enumerated  shall  in  i 
case  exceed  the  amount  of  each  such  appropriation,  unless  the  same  shall  have  been  increased  by  supplemental  appropriatio 
made  in  the  manner  provided  by  Sections  79  and  80  of  the  Charter,  or  by  transfer  as  provided  by  Sections  77  and  90  of  the  Chart* 

The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  to  establish  reserves  for  the  purpose  of  providing  funds  for  adjustments  in  conne 
tion  with  the  liquidation  of  encumbrances. 

Section  5.    Where  appropriations  are  made  for  specific  projects  or  purposes  which  may  involve  the  payment  of  salari 
or  wages,  the  head  of  the  department  to  which  such  appropriations  are  made,  or  the  head  of  a  department  authorized 
contract  or  interdepartmental  order  to  make  expenditures  from  each  such  appropriation,  shall  file  with  the  Controller,  whj 
requested,  an  estimate  of  the  amount  of  any  such  expenditures  to  be  made  during  the  ensuing  period. 

Section  6.  The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  prescribe  the  method  to  be  used  in  making  paymei 
for  interdepartmental  services  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  77  of  the  Charter,  and  to  provide  for  the  esta 
lishment  of  interdepartmental  reserves  which  may  be  required  to  pay  for  future  obligations  which  result  from  current  pe 
formances.  Whenever,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Controller,  the  amounts  which  have  been  set  aside  for  such  purposes  are  I 
longer  required  or  are  in  excess  of  the  amount  which  is  then  currently  estimated  to  be  required,  the  Controller  shall  transij 
the  unrequired  amount  to  the  unappropriated  balance  of  the  particular  fund  of  which  the  reserve  is  a  part.  Provided  furttl 
that  no  expenditure  shall  be  made  for  outlay  purposes  from  any  interdepartmental  reserve  without  specific  appropriation  j 
the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

Section  7.  Appointing  officers  shall  not  make  appointments  to  any  office  or  position  until  the  Controller  shall  cert1 
that  funds  are  available. 

Appointments  to  seasonable  or  temporary  positions  shall  not  exceed  the  term  for  which  the  Controller  has  certified  1|i 
availability  of  funds. 

The  Controller  shall  be  immediately  notified  of  a  vacancy  occurring  in  any  position. 

Employees  shall  not  be  permitted  to  work  overtime  unless  funds  are  available  to  pay  for  such  overtime  at  the  rajj 
established  or  unless  an  actual  emergency  exists  as  provided  by  law. 

Section  8.    Surpluses  existing  in  appropriations  herein  made  for  personal  services  shall  be  transferred  by  the  Control 
to  a  "Compensation  Reserve"  in  the  fund  of  which  the  appropriation  is  a  part. 

Each  "Compensation  Reserve"  is  appropriated  for  the  following  purposes: 

For  adjusting  the  provision  for  the  compensation  of  an  office  or  a  position  wherein  the  amount  provided 
for  such  compensation  is  not  sufficient  to  pay  the  officer  or  employee  returning  to  such  office  or  position  from 
military  or  war  leave  the  compensation  said  officer  or  employee  is  legally  entitled  to  receive. 

For  providing  the  compensation  for  an  office  or  a  position  wherein  provision  has  not  been  otherwise  made 
to  pay  an  officer  or  employee  returning  from  military  or  war  leave  to  a  regularly  established  office  or  posi- 
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tion  the  compensation  said  officer  or  employee  is  legally  entitled  to  receive. 

For  adjusting  the  provision  for  the  compensation  of  an  office  or  a  position  wherein  the  amount  provided 
for  such  compensation  is  not  sufficient  to  pay  the  officer  or  employee  the  compensation  said  officer  or 
employee  is  legally  entitled  to  receive. 

Such  amounts  as  may  be  required  to  carry  out  the  above  provision  shall  be  transferred  by  the  Controller  to  the  related 
•opriations  upon  the  request  of  the  department  head  concerned  and  that  of  the  Chief  Administrative  Officer,  board  or 
mission  for  departments  under  their  respective  jurisdiction. 

Each  such  request  shall  require  the  prior  approval  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Civil  Service  Commission. 
No  such  transfer  shall  be  made  from  one  fund  to  another. 

Surpluses  existing  in  "Compensation  Reserve"  may  also  be  used  for  the  making  of  appropriation  for  other  compensation 
lirements  in  the  manner  provided  by  Charter. 

Section  9.  Under  the  provisions  of  Section  35%  of  the  Charter,  salary  warrants  for  extra  time  served  by  members  of 
Police  Department  shall  be  payable  from  the  regular  salary  appropriation  of  the  Police  Department  for  the  prevailing 
1  year  or  from  any  appropriation  made  for  such  purpose,  and  at  no  time  shall  extra  compensation  be  authorized  or  paid 
mounts  exceeding  the  available  unencumbered  balance  in  any  such  appropriation. 

[Section  10.  The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  continue  the  existing  Special  and  Trust  Funds,  Revolving 
ds,  and  Reserves  and  the  receipts  in  and  expenditures  from  each  such  fund  are  hereby  appropriated  in  accordance  with 
and  the  conditions  under  which  each  such  fund  was  established. 

The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  set  up  additional  Special  and  Trust  Funds  and  Reserves,  as  they  may 
jreated  by  either  additional  bequests  or  under  other  conditions. 

Whenever  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  shall  receive  for  a  special  purpose  from  the  United  States  of  America, 
State  of  California,  or  from  any  public  or  semi-public  agency,  or  from  any  private  person,  firm  or  corporation,  any  moneys, 
roperty  to  be  converted  into  money,  the  Controller  shall  set  up  on  the  books  of  his  office  a  special  fund  or  account 
encing  the  said  moneys  so  received  and  specifying  the  special  purposes  for  which  they  have  been  received  and  for  which 
are  held,  which  said  account  or  fund  shall  be  maintained  by  the  said  Controller  as  long  as  any  portion  of  said  moneys 
Toperty  remains. 

Each  Department  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  which  in  the  normal  operations  under  its  powers  and  duties 
r  law  and  upon  deposit  of  moneys  by  persons,  firms,  or  corporations  authorized  to  perform  certain  services  for  and  at 
:ost  and  expense  of  said  persons,  firms,  or  corporations,  is  hereby  authorized  to  perform  similar  services  for  the  United 
;s  of  America,  the  State  of  California,  or  any  division  or  agency  of  either,  upon  receipt  of  a  legal  and  proper  order  or 
fact  to  pay  to  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  the  full  cost  and  expense  of  performing  the  required  services  upon 
)letion  thereof.  City  owned  public  utilities  may  with  the  approval  of  the  Controller  perform  such  services  for  privately 
;d  public  utilities  in  the  manner  provided  in  this  paragraph. 

The  expenditures  necessary  from  said  funds  or  said  accounts  as  created  herein,  in  order  to  carry  out  the  purpose  for 
Ih  said  moneys  or  orders  have  been  received  or  for  which  said  accounts  are  being  maintained,  shall  be  approved  by  the 
Iroller  and  said  expenditures  are  hereby  appropriated  in  accordance  with  the  terms  and  conditions  under  which  said  moneys 
I'j  ders  have  been  received  by  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  and  in  accordance  with  the  conditions  under  which  said 
Is  are  maintained. 

ipection  11.  The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  set  up  appropriations  for  refunding  amounts  deposited 
lie  treasury  in  excess  of  amounts  due. 
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Section  12.    Moneys  which  are  appropriated  during  the  fiscal  year  from  the  Emergency  Reserve  Fund  to  department; 
offices  and  funds  shall  be  construed  only  as  estimates  of  such  requirements.    The  Controller  shall,  upon  the  determination  ■ 
the  actual  requirement,  return  to  the  Emergency  Reserve  Fund  that  portion  of  the  appropriation  which  is  not  actually  requin 
for  the  stated  emergency. 

Prior  to  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  the  Controller  shall  transfer  to  Emergency  Reserve  Fund  from  any  available  balan 
in  the  appropriations  of  any  department,  office  or  fund  the  amount  such  department,  office  or  fund  has  received  as  an  appr 
priation  from  the  Emergency  Reserve  Fund  or  as  much  thereof  as  is  available  for  transfer. 

Section  13.  The  term  "department"  as  used  in  this  ordinance  shall  mean  department,  bureau,  office,  utility,  board  f 
commission,  as  the  case  may  be.    The  term  "department  head"  as  used  herein  shall  be  as  defined  in  Section  20  of  the  Chart  |

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ANNUAL    APPROPRIATION    ORDINANCE  1946-1947 

BILL  No.  4074,  ORDINANCE  No.  3858  (Series  of  1939),  as  follows: 

AN  ORDINANCE  APPROPRIATING  ALL  ESTIMATED  RECEIPTS  AND 
ALL  ESTIMATED  EXPENDITURES  FOR  THE  CITY  AND  COUNTY  OF 
SAN  FRANCISCO  FOR  THE  FISCAL  YEAR  ENDING  JUNE  30,  1947 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  several  amounts  of  estimated  receipts,  income  and  revenue  enumerated  herein  are  hereby  appropriated  to  the  several  funds 
and  departments  indicated  in  this  ordinance  for  the  purpose  of  meeting  appropriations  herein  provided. 

Section  2.  The  several  amounts  of  proposed  expenditure  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1947  are  hereby  appropriated  to  the  several  funds 
and  departments  as  enumerated  herein.  Each  department  for  which  an  expenditure  appropriation  is  herein  made  is  hereby  authorized  to  use,  in  the 
manner  provided  by  law,  the  amounts  so  appropriated  for  the  purposes  specified  in  this  appropriation  ordinance. 

Section  3.  The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  set  up  appropriate  accounts  for  the  items  of  receipts  and  expenditures  appro- 
priated herein. 

Where  revenues  for  any  fund  or  department  are  herein  provided  by  transfer  from  any  other  fund  or  department,  or  where  a  duty  or  a  perform- 
ance has  been  transferred  from  one  department  to  another,  the  Controller  is  authorized  and  directed  to  make  the  related  transfer  of  funds;  pro- 
vided further,  that  where  revenues  for  any  fund  or  department  are  herein  provided  by  transfer  from  any  other  fund  or  department  in  consideration 
of  departmental  services  to  be  rendered,  in  no  event  shall  such  transfer  of  revenue  be  made  in  excess  of  the  actual  cost  of  such  service;  provided 
further,  that  in  no  event  shall  transfers  from  utility  surplus  exceed  the  limitations  set  forth  in  Section  129  of  the  Charter. 

In  addition  to  the  amount  provided  from  taxes  the  Controller  shall  make  available  for  expenditure  only  the  amount  of  actual  receipts  for  items 
of  proposed  expenditures  that  are  designated  herein  as  appropriated  for  Collection  of  Rents  (Real  Estate  Department),  Tearing  Up  Streets,  Inspec- 
tion Fees  (Engineering),  Advertising  Fees  (Engineering),  Camp  Mather  (Recreation  Department),  and  War  Memorial  Reserve  Fund  (in  accordance 
with  Ordinance  125,  Series  of  1939). 

In  connection  with  the  operation  of  Camp  Mather  (Recreation  Department)  the  Controller  is  authorized  to  establish  an  account  for  depositing 
revenues  which  are  applicable  to  the  ensuing  fiscal  year;  said  revenues  shall  be  carried  forward  and  become  a  part  of  the  funds  available  for  appro- 
priation in  said  ensuing  fiscal  year. 

The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  to  make  the  necessary  transfers  to  correct  erroneous  objects  of  expenditure  classifications,  and  corrections 
in  classifications  made  necessary  by  changes  in  the  proposed  method  of  expenditure. 

Section  4.  The  several  items  of  expenditures  herein  appropriated,  being  based  on  estimated  receipts,  income  or  revenues  which  may  not  1"' 
fully  realized,  it  shall  be  incumbent  upon  the  Controller  to  establish  a  schedule  of  allotments,  monthly  or  quarterly  as  he  may  determine,  under 
which  the  sums  appropriated  to  the  several  departments  shall  be  expended.  The  Controller  shall  revise  such  revenue  estimates  monthly.  If  such 
revised  estimates  indicate  a  shortage  the  Controller  shall  hold  in  reserve  an  equivalent  amount  of  the  corresponding  expenditure  appropriations  set 
forth  herein  until  the  collection  of  the  amounts  as  originally  estimated  is  assured,  and  in  all  cases  where  it  is  provided  by  the  Charter  that  a  specified 
or  minimum  tax  shall  be  levied  for  any  department  the  amount  of  such  appropriation  herein  provided  derived  from  taxes  shall  not  exceed  the 
amount  actually  produced  by  the  levy  made  for  such  department.  The  Controller  in  issuing  warrants  or  in  certifying  contracts  or  purchase  orders 
or  other  encumbrances  pursuant  to  Section  86  of  the  Charter,  shall  consider  only  the  allotted  portions  of  appropriation  items  to  be  available  for 
encumbrance  or  expenditure  and  shall  not  approve  the  incurring  of  liability  under  any  allotment  in  excess  of  the  amount  of  such  allot  men  t .  In  case 
of  emergency  or  unusual  circumstances  which  could  not  be  anticipated  at  the  time  of  apportionment,  an  additional  allotment  For  a  period  mav  be 
made  on  the  recommendation  of  the  department  head  and  that  of  the  Chief  Administrative  Officer,  board  or  commission,  and  the  approval  of  the 
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Controller.  After  the  allotment  schedule  has  been  established  or  fixed,  as  heretofore  provided,  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  department  or  officer 
to  expend  or  cause  to  be  expended  a  sum  greater  than  the  amount  set  forth  for  the  particular  activity  in  the  said  allotment  schedule  so  established, 
unless  an  additional  allotment  is  made,  as  herein  provided. 

Allotments,  liabilities  incurred  and  expenditures  made  under  expenditure  appropriations  herein  enumerated  shall  in  no  case  exceed  the  amount 
of  each  such  appropriation,  unless  the  same  shall  have  been  increased  by  supplemental  appropriations  made  in  the  manner  provided  by  Sections  79 
and  80  of  the  Charter,  or  by  transfer  as  provided  by  Sections  77  and  90  of  the  Charter. 

The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  to  establish  reserves  for  the  purpose  of  providing  funds  for  adjustments  in  connection  with  the  liquidation 
of  encumbrances. 

Section  5.  Where  appropriations  are  made  for  specific  projects  or  purposes  which  may  involve  the  payment  of  salaries  or  wages,  the  head  of 
the  department  to  which  such  appropriations  are  made,  or  the  head  of  the  department  authorized  by  contract  or  interdepartmental  order  to  make 
expenditures  from  each  such  appropriation,  shall  file  with  the  Controller,  when  requested,  an  estimate  of  the  amount  of  any  such  expenditures  to 
be  made  during  the  ensuing  period. 

Section  6.  The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  prescribe  the  method  to  be  used  in  making  payments  for  interdepartmental 
services  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  77  of  the  Charter,  and  to  provide  for  the  establishment  of  interdepartmental  reserves  which 
may  be  required  to  pay  for  future  obligations  which  result  from  current  performances.  Whenever,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Controller,  the  amounts 
w  hich  have  been  set  aside  for  such  purposes  are  no  longer  required  or  are  in  excess  of  the  amount  which  is  then  currently  estimated  to  be  required, 
the  Controller  shall  transfer  the  unrequired  amount  to  the  unappropriated  balance  of  the  particular  fund  of  which  the  reserve  is  a  part.  Provided 
further  that  no  expenditure  shall  be  made  for  outlay  purposes  from  any  interdepartmental  reserve  without  specific  appropriation  by  the  Board 
of  Supervisors. 

Section  7.    Appointing  officers  shall  not  make  appointments  to  any  office  or  position  until  the  Controller  shall  certify  that  funds  are  available. 
Appointments  to  seasonal  or  temporary  positions  shall  not  exceed  the  term  for  which  the  Controller  has  certified  the  availability  of  funds. 
The  Controller  shall  be  immediately  notified  of  a  vacancy  occurring  in  any  position. 

Employees  shall  not  be  permitted  to  work  overtime  unless  funds  are  available  to  pay  for  such  overtime  at  the  rates  established  or  unless  an 
actual  emergency  exists  as  provided  by  law. 

Section  8.    Surpluses  existing  in  appropriations  herein  made  for  personal  services  shall  be  transferred  by  the  Controller  to  a  "Compensation 
Reserve"  in  the  fund  of  which  the  appropriation  is  a  part. 

Each  "Compensation  Reserve"  is  appropriated  for  the  following  purposes: 

For  adjusting  the  provision  for  the  compensation  of  an  office  or  a  position  wherein  the  amount  provided  for  such  compen- 
sation is  not  sufficient  to  pay  the  officer  or  employee  returning  to  such  office  or  position  from  military  or  war  leave  the  com- 
pensation said  officer  or  employee  is  legally  entitled  to  receive. 

For  providing  the  compensation  for  an  office  or  a  position  wherein  provision  has  not  been  otherwise  made  to  pay  an  officer 
or  employee  returning  from  military  or  war  leave  to  a  regularly  established  office  or  position  the  compensation  said  officer  or 
employee  is  legally  entitled  to  receive. 

For  adjusting  the  provision  for  the  compensation  of  an  office  or  a  position  wherein  the  amount  provided  for  such  compensa- 
tion is  not  sufficient  to  pay  the  officer  or  employee  the  compensation  said  officer  or  employee  is  legally  entitled  to  receive. 

Such  amounts  as  may  be  required  to  cany  out  the  above  provision  shall  be  transferred  by  the  Controller  to  the  related  appropriations  upon 
the  request  of  the  department  head  concerned  and  that  of  the  Chief  Administrative  Officer,  board  or  commission  for  departments  under  their  I 
respective  jurisdiction. 

Each  such  request  shall  require  the  prior  approval  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Civil  Service  Commission. 
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No  such  transfer  shall  he  made  from  one  fund  to  another. 

Surpluses  existing  in  "Compensation  Reserve"  may  also  he  used  for  the  making  of  appropriation  for  other  compensation  requirements  in  the 
manner  provided  by  Charter. 

Section  9.  Under  the  provisions  of  Section  35.5}4  of  the  Charter,  salary  warrants  for  extra  time  served  by  members  of  the  Police  Department 
shall  be  payable  from  the  regular  salary  appropriation  of  the  Police  Department  for  the  prevailing  fiscal  year  or  from  any  appropriation  made  for 
such  purpose,  and  at  no  time  shall  extra  compensation  be  authorized  or  paid  in  amounts  exceeding  the  available  unencumbered  balance  in  any  such 
appropriation. 

Section  10.  The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  continue  the  existing  Special  and  Trust  Funds,  Revolving  Funds,  and  Re- 
serves and  the  receipts  in  and  expenditures  from  each  such  fund  are  hereby  appropriated  in  accordance  with  law  and  the  conditions  under  which 
each  such  fund  was  established. 

The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  set  up  additional  Special  and  Trust  Funds  and  Reserves,  as  they  may  be  created  by  either 
additional  bequests  or  under  other  conditions. 

Whenever  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  shall  receive  for  a  special  purpose  from  the  United  States  of  America,  the  State  of  California, 
or  from  any  public  or  semi-public  agency,  or  from  any  private  person,  firm  or  corporation,  any  moneys,  or  property  to  be  converted  into  monev, 
the  Controller  shall  set  up  on  the  books  of  his  office  a  special  fund  or  account  evidencing  the  said  moneys  so  received  and  specifving  the  special 
purposes  for  which  they  have  been  received  and  for  which  they  are  held,  which  said  account  or  fund  shall  be  maintained  by  the  said  Controller  as 
long  as  any  portion  of  said  moneys  or  property  remains. 

Each  Department  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  which  in  the  normal  operations  under  its  powers  and  duties  is  by  law  and  upon 
deposit  of  moneys  by  persons,  firms,  or  corporations  authorized  to  perform  certain  services  for  and  at  the  cost  and  expense  of  said  persons,  firms,  or 
corporations,  is  hereby  authorized  to  perform  similar  services  for  the  United  States  of  America,  the  State  of  California,  or  any  division  or  agency  of 
either,  upon  receipt  of  a  legal  and  proper  order  or  contract  to  pay  to  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  the  full  cost  and  expense  of  performing 
the  required  services  upon  completion  thereof.  City  owned  public  utilities  may  with  the  approval  of  the  Controller  perform  such  services  for  pri- 
vately owned  public  utilities  in  the  manner  provided  in  this  paragraph. 

The  expenditures  necessary  from  said  funds  or  said  accounts  as  created  herein,  in  order  to  carry  out  the  purpose  for  which  said  moneys  or 
orders  have  been  received  or  for  which  said  accounts  are  being  maintained,  shall  be  approved  by  the  Controller  and  said  expenditures  are  hereby 
appropriated  in  accordance  with  the  terms  and  conditions  under  which  said  moneys  or  orders  have  been  received  by  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco,  and  in  accordance  with  the  conditions  under  which  said  funds  are  maintained. 

Section  11.  The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  set  up  appropriations  for  refunding  amounts  deposited  in  the  Treasury  in 
excess  of  amounts  due. 

Section  12.  Moneys  which  are  appropriated  during  the  fiscal  year  from  the  Emergency  Reserve  Fund  to  departments,  offices  and  funds  shall 
be  construed  only  as  estimates  of  such  requirements.  The  Controller  shall,  upon  the  determination  of  the  actual  requirement,  return  to  the  Emer- 
gency Reserve  Fund  that  portion  of  the  appropriation  which  is  not  actually  required  for  the  stated  emergency. 

Prior  to  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  the  Controller  shall  transfer  to  the  Emergency  Reserve  Fund  from  any  available  balance  in  the  appropria- 
tions of  any  department,  office  or  fund  the  amount  such  department,  office  or  fund  has  received  as  an  appropriation  from  the  Emergency  Reserve 
Fund  or  as  much  thereof  as  is  available  for  transfer. 

Section  13.  The  term  "department"  as  used  in  this  ordinance  shall  mean  department,  bureau,  office,  utility,  board  or  commission,  as  the  case 
may  be.   The  term  "department  head"  as  used  herein  shall  be  as  defined  in  Section  20  of  the  Charter. 

Section  14.    All  supplemental  appropriations  shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  hereof. 

Section  15.  The  several  amounts  of  estimated  receipts  herein  appropriated,  and  each  fund  or  department  to  which  such  appropriation  i- 
made,  are  as  follows:
